yetil is likely that after oar dcadts.thcy maybe diqmcd of either on 
ihc open marketer to younger actives who may not appreciate the 
importance of ivliat they have acquired. 

There are a handful of museums which haw limited collections; 
b;it often, these arc tucked away in dusty corners, without any 
prominence beinggiven to the collection. Fur diermore> these 
collections are sometimes more notable for their size rather then their 
quality. And there is little interpretation of these models as to what 
ihcy represent /I here is n dedicated Toy and Model Museum in 
Unctfj;; but this looks ai its exhibits as a part of social history, rather 
than as exhibits in their own right.Tb this museum a Japanese 
tinplate robot fruit machine is as important as,say>an exquisite 
scratch-built larg:*scalc model locomotive* 

We should ghv consideration as to wlvethcr there is a need lose! 
ut> a dedicated 'National Collection o) Sole Models', which would 
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preserve, display and 
interpret models we have made 
so dial our craftsmanship may be 
properly appreciated by future generations. Such a museum should: 

•I. Secure collections by donation, bequest and purchase, 

*2.Carry out renovation of models. 

•3. become a repository for research into the models and their 
subjects. 

-4. Display the models to the public in an appropriate environment 
and with adequate interpretation of die models as exhibits. 

litis is a Iong*ie;m project which wouM require the good will of a 
very great number of people for it to happen. Securing suitable 
premises and adapting them for ihc purposc.and drawing together 
sufficient people (most likely, in the early stage* at least, volunteers) 
with the necessary skills to maintain ami research models, *wld be 
neither a quick or cheap exercise. But think of this next time you arc at 
a model show * in a few years time, would you like to see the models 
we haw built being pushed around the carpet?"

The Kit 

The kil comprises 56 plastic para for the 
main airframe components. These are well 
moulded With little flash. The wings arc 
particularly well executed with restrained 
rib representation* and very thin trailing 
edges. Here are recessed panel lines where 
appropriate on the fuselage, A small clear 
moulding is provided for the windscreen. 

Apart from the decals, the kit Is 
identical to the earlier Nieuport 17 kil* 
Some of the kit parts arc not used in this 
version of the model {leaving a spare 
cowling, a spinner and an extremely well 
moulded Lewis gun). The Nieuport 17 has 
been released in a Trofi Hac' version with a 
comprehensive etched brass set. None is 
provided in this kit and I am unsure 
whether or not a 'Piofi R&tf version of the 
Nieuport 23 will be released The Nieuport 
1 7 etched set is available separately 
however and will be applicable to this kit. 

The clear and plastic parti are 
separately bagged with the windscreen 
being stapled to the box to prevent 
damage. 

The Instructions 

V\c multilingual instructions are presented 
on a single folded sheet of paper. The first 
sheet contains a brief history of the 
aircraft. This is followed by a sheet 
containing a parts breakdown diagrams 
description of the symbols used in the 
construction diagram and a section on 
paint references. References are given fur 
Tamiya, llumbrol, Uevell, Tcslors and 
AeroMaster paints. There are three sheets 
of assembly diagrams and two sheets of 
painting and marking diagrams. These are 
followed by a section advertising other 
existing and forthcoming releases- 

Construction 

Construction starts with the fuselage 
interior I thought that the join line on the 
inside of the lower fuselage would be 
visible behind the pilot's seal. I therefore 
covered this area with a thin sheet of card. 
Note that the front section ofthc fuselage 
was made from plywood while the rear was 
fabric covered. The fuselage formers were 
preshaded with Dark llrown and the front 
of the fuselage and the floor was given a 
light coal of Dark Earth. The rear of the 
fuselage was given a coat of Tamiya Deck 
Ian to represent the fabric. The fabric on 
both the aircraft featured in this kit was 
covered with aluminium dope. I assumed 
lhal this would not carry through to the 
inside surfaces of the fuselage. I may be 
wrong here* The detail on the fuselage 




walls and floor was given a coal of thinned 
down burnt umber oil paint and then 
drybrushed. 

Thin steel wire was relied straight 
beneath a ruler and added to the fuselage 
formers to represent cross bracing* Control 
cables from the footbar were also made 
from this material The insides of the metal 
inspection panels were given a coat of 
bulTable aluminium. 

The scat does not cany ihe lightening 
hole* of the original and these should 
either be drilled out or the seat replaced 
with an etched item* A cushion was* added 
from card and painted to represent black 
leather Seat belts also need to be added. I 
made these from masking tape carefully 
soaked in thin supcrglue to set them in 
place and detailed with shapes from an 
etched brass set to represent catches and 
buckles. 

About the only discernible external 
dillerencc between the Nieuport 17 and the 
Nieuport 23 is that theVickers gun was 
moved off centre to the right. This suggests 
changes to the internal structure of the 
fuselage. There is a support member for the 
gun mounted centrally in front of the pilot. 
While correct for the Nieuport 17> I am not 
sure if it is appropriate for the altered 
structure in the Nieuport 23* Check your 
references here* 

There are no locating pins on ihe 
fuselage so care needs to be taken when 
aligning the two halves. The lower wing is 
lined at this stage* Some filling was 
required around the front of the fuselage - 
but nothing major as may be expected with 
a kit of this quality. There was some 
framing around the outside of the sloping 
portion of the engine firewall which I 
represented with 5 thou card strips. There 
is a cross member behind the pilot's set 
which I represented wilh a piece of bent 
plastic rod. I also added a cushion (or the 
pilofs headrest from card. 

The cowling needs to have its lower 
portion cut away and the modeller is 
advised to lest lit the cowling to the 
fuselage to ensure that the correct amount 



of plastic is removed. There are 
strengthening strips on the cowling top 
which are represented by engraved lines. 
On reflection I should have replaced these 
with thin strips of 5 thou card. 

The engine is a little on the basic side 
and a little detailing with thin rod is called 
for here - or replacement wilh an Aerotlub 
item. I would also advise replacement of 
the heavy looking control horns on the 
elevatois and fin with etched items if you 
have any available. 

I fitted the struts to the lower wing and 
fuselage before painting to get as strong a 
joint as possible, test fitting the top wing at 
this stage. It is necessary to refine both Ihe 
locating holes in Ihe wings and the tops of 
the struts to get a neat fit. I also fitted the 
Vickeis gun before the top wing was fitted. 
This item is very well moulded indeed but 
would benefit from the addition of a 
cocking handle. There is a locating hole for 
an overwing Lewis gun in the top wing* 
This needs to be filled* 

The top wing was lilted after painting 
and the application of transfers. This is 
usually the make or break point with this 
type of kit and I'm glad to say there were 
no problems here* Take care though as the 
wing struts have to be attached in the area 
covered by the undcrwing roundels* It 
would be easy to damage the markings 
during this part of the assembly. I applied a 
tiny drop of superglue to the hole in the 
wing rather than to the end of the strut to 
avoid smearing it around when the top 
wing was fitted and this seems to have 
worked* 

Rigging was done ivith rolled steel wire 
attached with white glue* Things are easier 
if you leave off the propeller until the 
rigging is completed* 

Accuracy 

All dimensions seem to match up with 
published references. Also the kit parts 
match up very well with the plans in the 
VVindsock publication on the Nieuport 17 - 
also appropriate for the Nieuport 23. 



Colour Options 

Itoo colour options arc provided. One is for 
a Russian machine, the other for a French 
machine* Both are in overall aluminium 
dope and both carry extensive persona! 
markings on Ihe fuselage. The fuselage of 
the Hrcncli machine carries what looks like 
graflili applied by someone who would 
really rather have been doing something 
else. I therefore opted for the Russian 
scheme* I have a query here in ;ha: some 
of Ihe reference books that 1 have say that 
the Russian machine depicted is a 
Nieupoit 17 rather than a Nieuport 23* I 
have an old l/72nd scale :ransfer sheet by 
Blue Rider which provides Ihe same 
markings - again referring to a Nieuport 
17 - this lime depicted with an uvcrwing 
Lewis gun* I'm afraid that I do not 
currently have enough information to say 
one way or iltc other and I am prepared to 
believe that Bduard are perfectly well 
informed on the matter. 

I undereoated the airframe wilh 
Halford's Grey Primer. The fabric covered 
areas were given an airbrushed coat of 
llumbrol |non'buf fable) Aluminium (No 

27001) . Some photos of aluminium doped 
machines suggest a slightly different 
colours resulted when the dope was 
applied to fabric and plywood areas. To 
represent this on the fuselage front and 
top* this paint was mixed wilh a small 
amount of Malt White enamel. The whole 
airframe was given an airbrushed coal of 
Johnson's Klear before the decals were 
applied. The cowling was treated wilh 
Humhrol [buffab!e| Aluminium (No 

27002) . The interplane struts are in wood - 
nole lhal the metallic paint has to be 
sealed with Johnson's Klear before you 
paint over it* 

Decals 

The decals are very well printed and are in 
perfect register. As always wi:h ;he decals 
in Eduard kits> great care must be taken 
wilh their application. They are extremely 
thin and adhere very strongly on contact 
with the model. They are almost 
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fcvell H

impossible to move once in place* 
You have to get the positioning right 
first time I found ii easiest to paint 
the rudder in filoss white before 
applying the rather sinister looking 
skull and crossbonc* marking, i>ut 
still found it difficult to gel an even 
appearance to the white outline. Do 
notattaeh the rudder to the 
airframe before the decals are 
applied. I chose to paint the black 
and while markings on the wheels 
rather than use she decals. No 



selling solutions were necessary 
here and I would not recommend 
their use on Mich thin decals.

This kit is one for the Luftwaffe 1M6 
fans as it represents a projected 
tailless jet fighter design from 
Messerschmitt. The kit comprises 
oniy fifteen plastic pans* plus a 
canopy* and produces a surprisingly 
small aircraft. All the parts are cleanly 
moulded in light grey plastic, 

Instructions 

Tlie instructions are one double-sided 
sheet with a brief historical outline, 
ihrae plan views with the colour 
details and two exploded diagrams 
for construction. 

Construction 

fr>ji4tiuction wasyery 
straightforward as befits a ki: of 
fifteen parts. The upper fuselage and 
winjp. oiv all one tlem, as arc the 
lower fuselage and wing surfaces. The 
cockpit is basic, being a seat* control 
stick and rudder pedals. The nose 
needs to be filled with lead to stop tail 
sitting. The kit shows two openings 



for tlie 3Dmm cannon, but the 
instructions and Putnam's both state 
this design was to have lour cannon* 
so I opened up two extra holes* I also 
added a pilot figure, which 1 had 
moulded out of while metal, before 
fitting the upper and lower fuselage 
together the inside of the air intakes 
were fashioned from plasticard; 
before this jvm could see straight 
through the nose section. The 
undercarriage was easily assembled 
and the only detailing here ws the 
thinning of the undercarriage doors 
to a more realistic thickness. Finally I 
made the loop aerial from brass strip 
and fitted it to the upper fuselage- 

Accuracy 

The finished item measured 124mm 
long with a span of 127mm, which 
scales up to 5.95m by 6.10m or I9fl 
fun hy 20ft, Putnam's German Aircraft 
of WW2 quotes tlie actual 
dimensions as 6.5Pm by 9J6m,or 
21tUin by 30ft. However* the 
instruction sheet quotes a length of 
29ft 3in and span 30ft so the model 
doesn't match any of the given 
dimensions. 

Colour Options 

Only one coloui option is shown, 
which is RLM ?6 Utehblau 
undersides with a grey, brown and 
green camouflaged tipper. Alter a 
light coat of llalford's Grey (acrylic) 
Primer I spayed the model with KIM 



76 acrylic the upper surfaces were 
then sprayed with KLM 32 to form 
the dappled pattern owr the fuselage 
and tail 't he wings were then masked 
and hand painted to lorm the RLM 
& I brown and KLM $2 pattern. 
Finally the nose was painted with the 
white and red ring* and the details 
weie highlighted and given some 
gunge. 

Decals 

Only one decal option is given which 
consists of just the national insignia, 
but you will need to find a suitable 
swastika for the tail The decals ace 
wry delicate, but handled wcll.and 
settled down with some DecoDlx. 
There was minimal silvering of the 
carrier after a light coat of matt 
varnish. 

Decal Rating = 8/10. 

Conclusion & 
Recommendation 

The Is a very straightforward kit 
which t recommend to all for its ease 
of construction, with reservations 
over the accuracy of what was only a 
design study! I finished mine as a 
basic aircraft but for the diehard 
E uftwaffe 1946 fan the addition of 
squadron codes and markings will 
produce an individual model.

This b sua^ly the most famous ami 
aesthetically pleasing of the early wjj Itegia 
AeronautkafiglUeraiJCnift^Mislakit's model 
is a mixed media rendition of an aircraft dm! 
Hag probably (Ik ultimate in ihc evolution of 
the biplane. 

A single sprue contains the majority of 
the .structural parts, moulded crisply in a light 
grey plastic. The remaining parte are cither in 
resin, or supplied as pari of an etched brass 
fret. "R*o vac-formed canopies arc included, 
together with a tiny acetate sheet for the 
instruments. The whole impression U one oi 
Sheer quality, with the resin engine in 
particular being well moulded. 

Instructions 

Bi- Ungual iaMruclions are given* which 
indudea helpful depiction of all the pans, as 
well as maiing it clear from ihe outset that, 
despite tlie prolific number of pans, lite 
modeller is expected to scratch build some of 
the details. Thankfully, most of these appear to 
be simple Shapes, easily constructed out of rod 
and sprue. 

Construction 

U*s difficult to sec why anyone would want to 
add any tiling to what is supplied or suggested 
for the cockpit area. "Hie pans in the kit an: 
first class, although the sbce of some of them 
means a rather high attrition rale to the 
carpet! I assembled the excellent (six pail) 
instrument panel dutifully,and added the 
acetate backing, although with a rather 



doomed feeling that none of it would be 
visible on the tlnished aircraft (I was right!). 
The modeller is expected to add sidewdl 
detail and pedata Onccomnicm I would make 
here is that the etched fret identifier each piece 
by number, but* rather curiously, the 
instructions do not. With the resin pieces and 
sciatchbuill detail not always identified as 
such, patience is necessary io unravd what 
gpes whcnMuid which material it is moulded 
in. Niggles like this aside, the cockpit is a 
supert> rendition of the real thing, although 
pethaps best viewed with fibre optics on the 
finished article. The lower wing and fuselage is 
a one piece moulding* with the two-part 
fuselage uppers cemented over this. The resin 
engine is attached to the front, and leally looks 
convincing v/hen given a little dry brushing. 
As with most biplanes IVe built, (he modd 
succeeds or tails on the upper wing and strut 
assembly, and here 1 have to say lliai. whilst 
the pans themselves are excellent, there arc no 
locating recesses or marks for the (inevitably) 
slightly overscale struts. A ks of careful 
sanding and lashings of patience were 
requited hcre,as well as close attention to the 
instructions and references. Having huilt the 
Itevell-Maichbox example, I think their 
method of assembly of this area is superior 
{the struts are supplied as foursets of'W's)* 
Ilowcveraiatislactory result was eventually 
achieved and the resin undercarriage added. 
Once again* care is required to achieve die 
correct angle-, I still don't thmk IV got ic quite 
rightMisterkiialso provide parts to enable 
you to assemble the undercarriage without the 
fairings, which was apparently quite common 
in units operating from unprepared strips. 
After ihe undercarriage, Ihe various small 
details were added* together with any bunded 
ordnance. Both bombs and experimental 
smoke generators arc supplied in resin in the 
kit. I had original^ 1 intended to Gl the former, 
but they are ray fragile mouldings and one of 
them sliattertd into several million pieces 
when I was removing it from iis block* Still, 
die unusual smoke generators mate a gaod 
second choice, particularly since I located a 
piciure of these attached to the actual aircraft. 




Accuracy 

I was lucky enough to be able to borrow 1 a 
copy of the excellent All Mtalia hook on lids 
aircruft*and would recommend it strongly to 
anyojie with Regia Aeronaulica leanings. 
Placing i he various kit parts apiinst the 
I /72nd scale plans provided in this 
publication* it is apparent ihai Ihe kit is 
superbly accurate in outline and span: my 
only concern is llw fuselage contour in fconl of 
the canopy, which I think may be slighlly too 
curved. I only mention this as a very minor 
quibble, which I could be wrong about The kit 
certainly captures thc*42'* lines very well 
Dimension- wise* the kits scaled up 9.6m 
upper span and 3.2m length compares ray 
favourably with the real thing's 9.7m and 
8.26m respectively. 

Colour Options 

The CR.42 appeared in a large number of 
colourful schemes, and Mistcrkit feature an 
aircraft in die four colour CIA scheme of 
bmwn'green mottle over sand, with light grey 
lower surfaces. Misier kit refer to their own 
brand paim throughout lite instructions, but I 
used paints from theAeromaster range. 
Although there are ostensibly two options, 
they both dcpicl die same aircraft ofBS* 
Squadrieiia.Thc first option ms when the 
aircraft was based in franc? during die 
closing months of the Battle of Britain* the 
second depicts it after its subsequent transfer 
to Libya. Both schemes are essentially 
identical. 



Decals 

Ihe liny decal sheet is printed by Skymodels 
for Mistcrkit, and is superix Tne marking 
adhere well, are opaque over the camouflage 
scheme, ami show a clarity whkh is 
exceptional. The uni: badges and lettering are 
particularly laudable, OvendUhc decals 
cannot be faulted. Decal rating 10**1(1. 

Condusion and 
Recommendation 

The CR.42 has been neglected in this scale* 
mih tlie oidy easily available example being 
the rather elderly Rcwllftbtchbux kit*soa lot 
of Regia Aeronaulica far.* will be delighted 
with this release(a sister kit will allow the 
construction of Uiftwafif /Night Fighter 
examples). It Ills together very well, is 
exceptionally detailed for a 1:72nd kit and has 
obviously been someone's labour of love. My 
only criticisms are what you might expect; as a 
mixed media biplane, irs not tor the novice or 
the faint hearted, and some parts of the 
construction would have been ass&cd by 
betlcr inwrucuoiis. £JS is also not cheap for 
what is a rather small aircraft Despite Uiis, I 
was very pleased with the oukome,and can 
therefore recommend this kit very highly.

The Kits 

These kits follow a number of treads 
established by these two manufacturers in 
recent years, firstly ihcy are essentially the 
iame moulds, with a few very minor 
differences, packaged in their separate box 
styles - hence the reason tor reviewing them 
togellier.SccondliMlicy continue io produce 
kits of historical helicopters, as wll as the very 
latest ones. Thinly, Rcvell* com intic their 
theme of deputing machines operated by the 
Getman military and civilian operators* Tlie 
'Shawnee** or 'Flying fcanaitf, U the tandem 
rotor successor to the Piasedu H*2$ ; HUFand 
forerunner of dwUmol Sea Knight and 
Boeing Chinook. Both kits are crisply 



moulded on one dear and two coloured 
sprues - tlie lliileri ones arc daik gf«fl ajtd tl>e 
Revell ones are ivhite - with only die tiniest 
hint of Hash on a couple of parts and two 
small sink marks just behind the Imnt rotor 
unverTheie is raised and engr^ed deoil as 
m\l as line cn^raml panel lines and lite dear 
pans are flawless.'! here is aUo a small piece 
of *mesW supplied to pmvidc tw\» large grdls 
on either *idc of the tail. 

Instructions 

The instruction sheets are in both companies 
standard formats, beginning with Ihe^rue 
plani> Tlie drawing* used arc almost identical 
but ihcircon^ructmwges axe slightly 



difteimt and Rcvell use ten more than Itiifcri! 
These exploded-view driwinjp give dear 
assembly directions «md contain the neces*ary 
deuulpimtinBimbrmation.cleady labelled 
The colour references for the Italeri kit give 
Modd Idasicr andei|uivakTit UA Federal 
Standard number^ while Rcvell their wn 
pauit ra»^e and a rcicrence to the German 
*RAL' number, common lu all the options in 
their kit. 1 

Construction 

In both kits, construction toUowsa logical 
pattern and the Til of pfitis is general^ good, 
The cockpit and cabin aredctaCed with the 
bulkheads and all the scats, which go icgcllrct 
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with no trouble at all, but be warned * if Ihe 
rear cabin bulkhead lean* forwards slightly, 
The floor section wiD sit too far forward. Just 
a millimetre out and you'll Have trouble 
getting The cockpit glazing to fit on the 
front. The canopy is also a very precise fit. 
but it can take a bit of fiddling to get it to 
match live fuselage all round There arc two 
areas of particularly nice interior detail 
included in both kits. The first is a section 
of rotor drive i'naft, which runs up through 
the tail and is visible through a win>mesh 
grill - a small piece of mesh h provided 
which is cue to size from u template in the 
instructions and fixed inside the fuselage, 
which is very effective, The second is the 
front of the engine, which is clearly vUible 
through the air intake holes near the end of 
the tail. The iusclagc halves are a good 
snatch all the WW round, but a little filler is 



needed along the top and bottom of the 
fuselage {not the tail) iust to completely 
disguise the join. Both kit* indudca choice 
of vertical sailplanes; which one you use 
depend* on the version being built - 
although the Uevell kil only uses one of 
them. The Italeri version also offers a choice 
of undercarriage, but because all the 
German-operated machines use the same 
type, this act is omitted from the Revel) kil. 

The iwj rotor heads are finely detailed and 
go together wit Its important to attach the 
right blades to the right 'head* to ensure thai 
A) they match each other for direction, and to) 
thev rotate the right way mund on the finished 
model - the heads are not interchangeable. 

Accuracy 

These kits wry well capture the lines of the 
second ol The Piatcclci helicopters to be 



nicknamed the'Rying Banana*. The 
dimensions are excellent toa when scaled 
down from the real thing, according to lho& 
published in Iflandfords'ltelkopws and other 
flnngKotorcraft since l907\Thc rotor 
diameter of 1 3A 1 m, the 16m fuselage length 
and the overall height of 47m all scak down 
exactly to 215cm and 66cm 

respectively on the finished model. 

Colour Options 

fit lialeri kit oilers three very different colour 
schemes < a 1950 US* Army machine from 
Vietnam with a three kwie camouflage 
pattern, a 1 M6 French Navy example in all 
over blue which served in Algeria and a 
(krnnanArmyniEER'lmaehmeftom 1959. 
ModelMaster and federal Standard paint 
references are given for all three schemes. Ilie 
Revdl example, on the other hand, lias four 



optional aircraft provided by the decal sheet, 
but they all share the same basic colour - all 
olive drab given as RAt tt>H in the 
instructions. 'three of them are Army (HEKR) 
machines and one is a hiftwafic'SAR' aircraft; 
live only oac which has the benefit of two Day- 
Gin orange bands around lltf fuselage to break 
up the tfrab' appearance. 

Derate 

Bo:h kits indude full stencilling as well as the 
national insignia, titles, codes and serial 
numbers on their decal sheet. The dcpdi of 
colour, registration and clarity of printing in 
both cases is excellent - the liny lettering on 
many of the stencils is actually readable! In 
both cases, the decab detach fmm the backing 
sheets after a short soak, but they both also 
softer from Silvering* when they dry out on the 
model, especially where there arc huge spaces 
between the lines of stencil or large 
number/letter 

Dccal Rating = 8/10. 

Conclusion & Recommendation 

Not necessarily beginners* kits, but fairly 
simple to builda 4 good4ookin^wll-lini5hcd 
mudd straighi from the box without any 
special skills or tools. Lots of nice detail 
touches make an impressive replica of the real 
th ing. I highly recommend these kits.

Moulded in grey plastic, this is a reissue of 
ihe older Itcvcll* kil rather than the recent 
Dragon kit. The panel lines are a little deep 
for I/M4lh scale 



Instructions 

As usual iliese are printed in a small booklet 
formal. The asscmhty diagrams are easy 
enough to sec, but again the decal placement 
and colour guide is too small, especially for 
such a complicated decal scheme, 

Construction 

The only difficult part is lining up the 
(badly shaped} nose cone. Vou will need to 
sand the join to shapc.bcing careful not to 
change the profile of the forward fuselage in 
the process. The ovenmcd VHF aerials need 
considerable dunning, although I would 
advise you to bin them and replace them 
with something a little more'in scale*. If you 



install the refuelling pmhc don t do it until 
after the decaU arc in place. I didn't need 
any filler at all oh this kit and a quick swipe 
with wet aad dry took care of the seams. 

Accuracy 

It is undeniably a Tornado, not the best in 
l/M4th scak and it seems to have a mixture 
ol versions incorporated without truly being 
one or ihe other. As meni ioned above, the 
nose is wrong, far too short and fat>but its 
correction would not take loo much work- 
Span is 9.5cm (wings fully extended), while 
the real aircraft is I3.9lm (9.65cm scale) 
Length is ll.7em, real aircraft 16.72m 
(1 1.61cm scale). So overall it is slightly out 




of scalc>bcing too long with not enough 
spantbut within acceptable limits for a 
small scale kil. 

Colour Options 

Only one aircraft is offered* although this 
comes in two overall schemes. Both of these 
are grey overall, and paints are identified by 
Revell* references. This does lead to a lot of 
mixing, so alternative 'authentic 1 colours 
may be a quicker option* All other 
camouflage marking* are taken care of by 
the decals 

Cecals 

What am I say, a beautiful scheme, for an 
aircraft of No. 32 Squadron, Lcchfeld. The 
decals are on a thin carrier, glossy and 
adhere really well. It is just a shame that the 
instructions are so small as to make it hard 
for accurate placement. No adverse reaction 
lo Micro Sol or Set were noted. 
Uccal Rating =10/10. 

Conclusion & 
Recommendations 

An easy build. If you are after accuracy 
there are better kits available of the 
Tornado>but buy one for the Scheme alone, 
it is worth it.

The Kit 

The modern well pf iniod box opens la reveal 
a true' Wast from the past\ Just like the 
original Vimy the Hying surfaces of I his 
model haw had several reincarnations. I 
made the original Transatlantic Vimy in 
Prog's TYail Blazers range about forty years 
ago. Then came the bomber version and now 
courtesy of Maqueuc you get the complete 
bomber kit with new injection mouldings for 
live commercial fuselage and nose g£3f 
together with a new decal sheet. 

Given their age the wings, wilplancs. 
engines arid landing gear arc not bad. What 
there are signs of mould agc/crosion 0:1 Ik 
underside of the wings tliis proved to be 
easily correctable* Distortion of five of the 
eight outer wing struts is frankly 
unacceptable. Hie minimal new parts are one 
stage up from the old' Contrail* vac-form 
conversion in a more user friendly, robust 
injection medium. They induce the new 
fuselage halves and the nose gear. 

Instructions 

One iheel of A4 wiih an exploded diagram on 
one sklc and the painting and decal plans on 
the other U all you get. Fortunately there is 
plenty of reference material available since 
anyone who wants to build an accurate kit 
will need it. 

Construction 

The new fuselage halves have no internal 
finings provided. It made sense therefore to 
used plastic card to create two main 
bulkheads fore and aft of the passenger 
compartment, put in a deck and construct a 
cockpit. There is one other consideration. 
There were differences in passenger cabin 
window layout between different 
Commercials built. Putnam^ 'Vickers 
AireraH since 1908* (page 96) dearly shows 
starboard side windows of the same 
proportions as the port side over the wing in 
a (lying shot of G-AESI. Maquettc has two 
picture windows on the starboard side alt of 
the wing. This is correct for a Commercial 
supplied to the Russians in 1921 ( Lion 
powered), but not for C-AESI. 

I chose to copy the starboard side layout of 
standard RAFVcrnons>by using plastieard to 
fill the window spaces provided and cut out 
five windows opposite those on the port side. 

T*ial fitting the lower wings showed thai 
the stubs needed to be dtamfered to clear the 
fiisdage to ensure that correct wingalignmeni 
be achieved. It is important to check that the 
Iowa wing Stubs bull toother squardy and 
give the same overall span for the lower wing 



as lor i be upper in order to avoid problems 
later, 'there is not much holding ihe lower 
wing set in p&silionand to reinforce this join, 
you can drill and peg the tabs for convent ional 
wing assembly after the fuselaip has been 
dosed up. Alternat ivdy you could set one wing 
in one fuselage half in the correct position by 
reference to plana. When dry, glue a piece of 
scrap plastic to live topofthe lab with enough 
overliang toengigc the tab from the other 
wing* when ift installed after the other 
fuselage half has been fixed and allowed to 
dry. this lakes slightly longer, but avoids ihe 
need for careful and accurate drilling. 

Willi the tower wings firmly in place and 
all filling and sanding finished it was time to 
paini all the flying surfaces (Ifalfordfe silver 
againD.Thc lower wings and tailplane weffi 
then masked and Tamiya acrylics used to 
paint the fuselage. 

lite decals w applied next and after 
careful scrutiny of my references I used the 
kit instructions for placement and made three 
easy to correct errors/fhekit diagrams show 
the lower wing registry ions starting outboard 
ai Ihe firsi major rib from the tip wkrcas il«r 
second looks more accurate; it is likdy dial 
the upper wing registration just inns onto the 
ailerons so that the letters start inboard of ihe 
aileron control horns and wires rather than 
mimic dw lower wing placing, and finally Ihe 
name 'City of London' isn't all in one line bul 
applied to the nose as:- 

City of London 

In addition the fusdage logo sltould read's 
Insloneft Co Ltd' 
and additional 
blackWshould 
be cut from blank 
decal for the 
upper surfaces 
of the 
horizontal 
tailplane. 
Mum told me 

that there would be days like this! 

Erection of the top wing is 
facilitated hf assembly and fixing of 
the engine nacelles and si nits and 
attaching Ihcm to the lower wing first. 
The upper wing centre section can then be 
mounted and Wo vertical stops cut from 
plastic card mounted to a base used lo ensure 
dial the trailing edges of upper and lower 
mainplancs align square. *1 he plai »s sltow the 
cabane struts fixing somewhere below die 
windows on the fuselage side, presumably to 
avoid having to provide new* struts or give the 
buildci the information locut the struts 
provided. These struts should fit imo sockets 
cut into ihe roof of the fuselage in line with 
tlie wing struts. TTie Iransversc brace from ihe 
nacelle to the fuselage also fixes to die fuselage 
in front of the front pair of cabane sinus. 

fine new main wing struts had to be 
fabricated from 'Com rail Strut* before the 
outer wing panels could be fitted, due to 
malformation resulting from the age of the 
moulds. This assembly is otherwise straight 
forward with no ival need to recourse to a jig. 

Filling the tail leathers proved to be the 
next hurdlc/lhc stub lower horizontal tail 



surfaces (parts 40-4J) need to be located such 
thai die lower elevator can dear the underside 
of ihe fuselage beaver tail in one continuous 
span as provided/the painting diagrams 
slww the fuselage ending in a point with ll# 
lower elevator split and this is wrong The 
easiest way around litis was to fix the twx> fins 
(parts 45) on the lower horizontal stabiliser 
stubs, glue them to the lower elevator (49) 
and then fix the upper lx>rizo:aal stabiliser 
(47-18) in place. Once these elements of the 
biplane tail have set Iiard they cm be offered 
up to die rear fuselage and the stubs fded lo 
fit the fuselage. It is also necessary lo fdc the 
underside of the beaver tail lo give a sharper 
upsweep so that the lower elevator has room 
to swing upward. 

Once you are happy with the fit (die beaver 
tail should project just over die elevator 
trailing edjp) glue it in place and then 
shorten die four fuselage to upper horizontal 
stabiliser struts (pans 46) by trial and error, 

The rest was easy! 

Colour Options 

Decals for C-AF-SJ as illustrated and imj all- 
silver RAF Vfcmons'Yimy Air Ambulances 
arc provided. Howver it should be possible to 
produce any of the 44 Commercials, five Vimy 
Ambulances or 55 JMFtanons built 
given accurate references and access 
to the aftcrmarkel for sudi items 
as Lion and odier engines 
etc. etc., 



faithful reproduction of the uriginaL 
Decals 

'the decal film is continuous and each item 
must be cut before commencement. The 
quality is quite acceptable and they arc 
amenable to MicroSol products- 1 relied on 
the paint's natural sheen and found the decals 
lo be a trifle grubby' whe;i applied and 
difficult to relocate once positioned. 
Application over a gpod gloss varnish may be 
lire answer here. It is essential to seal the 
decals under a varnish coai. Once dry they 
flake with minimal handling I would have 
rated the decals at 6? 10 >but for the craw 
and amnions, 
Decal Rating = 5/10. 

Conclusion and 
Recommendation 

The gpod news is that iVlaquellc continues to 
release older k:U with imaginative updates.

Accuracy 

The drawback to the straight substitution of 
Vimy wings to the Commercial is that the 
Vimy has a span of 67 feet 2 inches whereas 
the Commercial spanned 68 led and Ihe 
mode) spans an equivalent 66fcel 75 indies 
or 2*5% short.

My sample arrived just in a plastic bag 
but as I he light fiicy plastic pari* arc of 
(he heavy variety favoured by most 
Eastern feitopfiftti matiufaettws.they 
were none the wise (or wear The 
fortyone pan? arc well moulded and 
■>!\i robust nature* Hie surface detail is 
good but the panel line detail is a little 
heavy. There is little Hash to speak of 
but the edges of some parts arc a iilLlc 
rough. In contra*! the transiencies 
arc nice and thin and very dear* The 
cockpit is furnished with a scat, floor 
with moulded rudder pedals, 
instrument panel and control column* 
As the cockpit is open, some modellers 
will want to add some extra detail to 
this area. There is a selection of 
undercarriage parts supplied for cither 
wheels or skis. 

The Instructions 

The single M sheet is written in 
Russian but had low of diagrams 
which negate the need for the written 
WtonLTkra exploded diagrams guide 
we modeller through the construclion 
process without any problems and a 
iounh diagram shows the wing 
dihedral* or lack of iuand the rigging 
details. On I he flip sice arc a part- 
finder chart and details of the three 
colour options offered* 

Construction 

The larger pans suffer with heavy 
gates that attach them to the sprue and 



need denning up first* The cockpit 
needs some additional detail to really 
finish it off. To the floor 1 added some 
side panels with throttle controls etc, 
and these filled the gap nicely between 
the strange but well -detailed seat and 
the fuselage side detailing that is 
supplied. The instrument panel is a 
slab of curved plastic and needed 
drilling out and so on to stimulate 
some dials and indicators. The 
gunners position is devoid of ar.y 
detail but not having any knowledge 
o: the Bc-2 : s interior, I improvised by 
adding a couple of ammo hoxes for the 
stubby machine gun and a Ibldaway 
scai. The space between the two crew 
positions seemed too 'empty' so a 
further box was added to fill the gap. 
The whole cockpit was finished in 
medium brown and the instrument 
panel in dark grey* Dry brushing with 
a lighter shade brought out the detail 
and the lever and dials etc. were 
touched up with suitable colours to 
complete the cockpit, Filler was 
required along the junction of fuselage 
halves and I hose tn the wings and tail 
plane* and Supergluc blob** were added 
around the strut ends, as the fit lo the 
fuselage and wings was poor- The 
model was rigged, after painting* with 
invisible mending thread* supcrghicd 
through holes drilled in the wings and 
filled and filed once dry* then touched 
up with the base colours before 
'weathering 3 was begun, I'd chosen the 
ski option and the notes indicated that 
the skis were held inio 'position* by 
ropes attached to the end of the ski 
fuselage. These were added using short 
lengths of stripped multi-core wire, 
the type found in old battery powered 
radios anil toys, 

Accuracy 

I cannot comment on this as I have no 
data for the full size machine, but my 
I /72nd scale model measures lWmm 
in length (including the propeller hub) 
and 153mm in spaa The overall lines 



however arc very pleasing To my 
ageing eyes and to me ift a little 
cracker! 

Colour Options 

Three different schcmcs*all Ruftrian> 
arc suggested Of the two wheeled 
variants one had dark green upper 
surfaces with light blue underside* 
and the second has the addition u( 
black camouflage over the green 
surfaces, lioth aircraft depicted are 
dated 1 941. The third option is the 
later winter variant (1*11-42) with 
white upper surfaces and skis 
attached. The latter was my choice and 
Humbrol 65 (Pale Nine} was used for 
the underside while Humbrol 34 was 
liberally coated onto the top surfaces 
using a small piece of loam, (This 
overcomes the problem of applying 
this seemingly translucent paint. I 
have the same trouble with ilumbiors 
yellows asvrcli). 

Decals 

A small decal sheet but adequate* 
containing six red stars and Russian 
style numerals 1 through 4* again in 
red. The register was ok and the decals 
bedded into the heavily detailed panel 
lines wiih no problem. 
Decal Hating = 8/1 0, 

Construction and 
Recommendation 

With some detailing, this offering from 
A-model builds into a rather attractive 
and unusual liltle biplane* I enjoyed 
making it and while it does present a 
little bit of a challenge* I feel that most 
levels of modelling skilKsave for 
absolute beginners, will have no 
problem with this one* Thoroughly 
recommended* if only for the fact that 
the end result is so cule!

The Kit 

The box art on this kii is superb, showing 
two Corsairs taxiing out on a south sea 
island airstrip* and would help draw 
attention lo this kit amongst more drab 
offerings on the model shop shelf. On 
opening the box L found some familiar 
plastic, as this is not a new kit but a 
reboxing of the Hobbycraft model. The kit 
is moulded in grey plastic with engraved 
panel lines. As you would expect the 
decais and the clear parts are in their own 
bag lo prevent scratching. There are a 
number of optional parts for dropped 
flaps, open or closed cowling gills and 
weapon loads. 



Construction 

The cockpit is well detailed with a number 
Of parte to be attached to the moulded 
sidcwall detail; the seat and joystick are now 
attached to the floor? This is a small error as 
on the early marks there was no floor, just a 
set of boards for the pilot's feet and lots of 
tubing and wires* however once the fuselage 
is together the error is barley noticeable. If 
this does bother you however True Details 
have made a resin correction set for this kit 
which supplies a corrected cockpit interior 

The tailwhcd is now assembled and 
there is a choice of either a short or long 
lailwheel; this is a weak area as there is only 
a butt join where your choice of wheel 
attaches to the tailwhcd leg so supergluc is 
a good idea on this join. The fuselage halves 
are now assembled and only a small amount 
oi typewriter correction fluid is needed to 
dean up the seam/Hie same is not true of 
the separate turtle deck behind the cockpit* 
which is a poor fit and needs filler and some 
careful sanding to gel a good lit* 

Assembly of the engine is 
straightforward but once yon attach it into 
the cowling it protrudes too far forwards. 



It appears that the craokcasc is too long 
and it is very noticeable once you fit the 
propeller, I would suggest some gentle 
sanding of part DH the rear crankcasc, 
which would probably solve the problem* 
but unfortunately it was loo late for the 
review kit. 

The wing is now assembled and this was 
the worst fitting pan of the kit, the separate 
oil coolers and gun bays all needing filler* 
and the separate flaps did not fit that well, 
and they were also missing the promiaeni 
spanner between the flaps which I added 
from plasticard. The tailplancs are now 
added but the purist will need to fill the 
engraved curies on one of them and re- 
apply on the reverse side. At the same time 
it is a good idea to drill out the landing and 
navigation lights under the wings as these 
are also represented as engraved circles. It 
will then be possible to paint the recess 
silver and tint it with Tamiya clear colours 
where appropriate. The undercarriage is 
now added and this makes up into a fine 
replica complete with weighted wheels* 

The kit supplies a choice ofundcrwing 
stores in the form of two different styles of 
drop tanks, two 500 lb bomhs and eight 
rockets. \bu also get a choice of two different 
siaes of propeller After painting, ihe clear 




canopy was added; this did not fit well in 
the open position so is best left closed. The 
last touches were Ihe aerial masts, which 
were rigged with lycra knitting in clastic 
pue to an accident with my superglue 
while attaching the aerial wires I had to 
replace die kit canopy with one from the 
Squadron Signal range for the 
photographs.^ 

Accuracy 

The model scales up well to the dimensions 
in thcTorsair In Action book but there is 
an error in the engine, Some rescribingof 
panel lines also seems in order and the 
undercarriage appears to be a bit toll when 
compared to photographs* 

Colour Options 

Yx*u are supplied with two well-known 
schemes; the first is that of Major G 
Boyington in the three-lone scheme of 
while, intermediate Blue and Dark Blue. 
This aircraft was heavily weathered anil is 
shown on the box art. The secood option is 
for an aircraft llown by VF-W from UJLS 
Bunkcf Hill on the raid to Tokyo in 1945. 
This aircraft is in overall Glossy Sea Blue 
with a yellow nose band. 

Cecals 

a* you can see from the photo t broke the 
reviewers' rule and used AcroMaslcri sheet 
48-254 (terrier Based Corsairt Part 2), This 
was not because there was anything wrong 
with the supplied sheet but having built six 
Tamiya Corsairs I had already got bolh 
alternative schemes in my collection* 1 did 
test the kits decals on an old mode! and 
found they had a good depth of colour and 
reacted well to setting solutions, 
Decal Rating = 9:10, 

Conclusion 

If Tamiya did not have their Corsairs I 
would have rated this the besl on the 
market, tt is still good value and as long as 
you put some effort into the cleaning up and 
filling a nice model results. It would have 
been nice to have* had a more adventurous 
choice of markings as both options have 
been seen before in other kits and in 
aftermarket sets, I would still recommend 
this kit to all hut the newest modeller or Ihe 
perfectionist who will be prepared to pay 
twice as much for the (apanesc rival.

My interest In the Varsity came about a 
number of years ago at one ot those 
now sorely missed Battle ol Britain At 
Home days at Biggin Hill Three took part 
during the flypast segment ot the show 
and I remember the sight and sound o( 
these porcine-looking aircraft quite well 
Although I was making models at the 
time a kit of the type v/as unavailable so 
the thought of adding one to my 
collection was ruled out. such was the 
impression the Varsity had on me. 



Yean later* and my modelling bug slill with 
me. Aeroclub released their multi-mcdia kit, 
On buying die kit* I recalled the event 
described atxw with the intention of buttdutg 
it tonielune, Meanwhile Aviaiion News (VfyU 
NoJ7) with I *72nd scale plans and Ihe Air* 
Britain monagrapVpa»duaion list had since 
been added lo my library both dealing with 
theViJcing.'Wiklta and Van% Armed With 
Uiesc useful references I decided to set about 
building the kit. As usual a decision as to 
which colour scheme 1 should finish it in 
came about. By chance I was flicking through 
the Air-Britain publication mid seeking some 
details of the XoJ 15 Squadron machine 
featured in the kit decals, as it was ba*cd at 
RAKTangmcrein my home county of Wfcst 
Sussex- 1 have had some pcrwnal connection 
wilhTangmcrc while I was doing a gliding 
course courtesy of the AXC. so this assisted in 
my decision, Looking through the list of 
identities/serials in the publication I found 
that WJ946 made its Grit flight on my date of 
birth and was later delivered to l*xl 1 5 Sqn 
coded M. The serial for die Na 1 1 5 Sqn 
machine in the kit dccals being W)945! This is 
good 1 thought, but more of this later-.. 

So, enough of my rambling on about the 
reason beliind this article... on with the show 
tas they say)! 




The Kit 

Aeroclub supply the kit in dicir nice stout 
boxes which open out into a tray (in the style 
tt\ i he hygxtc l : iog kits) and makca useful 
addition to the work area. Tne parts come in 
two vae-lbrm sheets wilh separate packs 
containing cockpit transparencies, white metal 
castings and the two main power eggs as itiin 
castings. These ate all stapled around the edge 
of the box preventing lo*s,a thoughtful nwt 
Tne main airframe parts have nxessed panel 
lines though these are a little heavy 
Instructions come on two A*I fhcete with 
useful lips on coiwirueting vnc-forms>andof 
course the build sequence. A separate larger 
sheet provides the colour scheme options to 
W72nd scale. And naturally a decal sheet 
consisting of all relevant markings including 
data and stencilling, all nicely printed, 
although on my example the small unit 
badges are a bit off register. 

Construction 

As is noimal with vac-forms the task of 
preparing the pans is quite labour intensive, 
Those of you that build vac-forms regularly 
may disagree, but I haw only tackled about 
four or five in tlie past umpteen years Tve 
been kit bashing so I do find them time 
consulting, Anyway, once all the puns have 
been cut out of their mother steels, the job of 
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sanding and scraping the inner faces of the 
fuselage wing and tailplanc halves until they 
have the desired .sharp trailing edges has to be 
carried out. Tne one method I did not use wua 
the we! and di y fixed to a twrk surface. ( find 
thi* not wry successful as one camKK be 
certain of achieving a uniform all wind edge 
and 1 find it a bit awkward, I don't possess Tfce- 
All so I tried an alternative method as 
suggested by Acojelub in using a Stanley blade 
to scrape the surplus plastic away. This is an 
efficient method and with Ihe help of a 
Sandvik sanding block I sanded out any errors 
along the faces to ensure an even join. Once all 
mating surfaces wre treated in this manner 1 
carried out a dry run to check for fit and 
alignment ftelbre going ohcad and assembling 
I took the opportunity to improve die pane) 
lines by first sanding the main surface* of the 
wings, fuselage halves and tailplancs in order 
to reduce the heaviness of them. Care was 
taken not to overdo this but to sand just 
enough to leave as much of the original line as 
possible, lite thick plastic used will allow this 
provided care is taken and a fine grade of wet 
and dry is used (I used 4ffi> grade). Control 
surfaces such as ailerons, Daps and elevators 
were emphasised by scoring a bit more deeply 
and holding my Pcultei at an appropriate 
angle to achieve ihe right look. 

The fuselage panel lines were added to 
with the Aviation News plans as a guide. A 
thin strip of scrap aluminium I obtained was 
used as my cutting guide, being flexible 
enough lo follow the fuselage contours. This 
was firmly held in place in one hand and 
scribed with the oilier. With these 
preliminaries over the next step to deal with 
would be the cabin windows. I had to decide 
whether to leave them and just simply paint 
them Wade in Ihe final stages or cut them out 
and use Kristal-Klear.Tte windows measure 



about a quarter of an inch square with two 
larger ones, one on each side. 1 felt that these 
openings were a little loo big for 
Kristal-Klear W work effectively but decided 
to go ahead and cut them out anyway. The 
method used for this operation xm to drill a 
hole in each corner inside the outlines 
depleted and one in the ojntre and then with 
a knife link the holes by scoring deeply tten 
breaking through.Thc opening* were treated 
by filing and trimming back the surplus to 
the aforementioned outlines leaving perfect 
windows. Howl was going to depict the 
glaring would be dealt with later when I'd 
thought of a way. A floor and white metal 
components to furnish the cockpit area are 
supplied. Willi ihe lloor prepaid during the 
earlier cutting and sanding operations the 
metal pari* were prepared and ajsemhled 
and painted in tank grey as dm would look 
black when enclosed. The instrument panel 
has some detail to which I added the control 
wheels* I decorated tlus area to a minimum 
as little would be seen, but I did add seal 
belts irum wine bottle foil to the seals and 
coloured diem as appropriate. Tltere are a 
pair of consoles to filter iide and when fixed 
in place, together with all the other pieces, 
there U some considerable weight which is 
needed to keep the noseon the ground.Onee 
all this is done tte whole assembly was fitted 
to one fuselage half as were the supplied 
strcngttencrs along the top and bottom 
etfgtf . A rear bulkhead and formers which 
mate tip ihe nose wheel bay and floor 
.support arc also fitted in place, all this adding 
some strength to the finished m<idel. 

Tte nose boy* was opened up by cutting 
along the embowed lines depicting the nose 
wheel bay and the pieces were kept lor 
possible use later. Additional pieces of^ap 
were cut and added to strategic points along 
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the fuselage half la case and strengthen the 
joint. Before J went any further I noticed that 
at each wing root there were two embused 
lines close together and another pair at the 
tailplanc roots. These I took to be location 
points foripars for thewing^and tail. Bearing 
:n mind the w'.vjw nf the model when 
S n isked with all thai metal and resin the wing 
;oins being butt filled, would be a bit weak. So 
I decided thai a j#ar would definitely be 
needed for the wings and one x>; the tail 
surfaces ;iut to ensure alignment aivd 
strength Surpi&ngly a wing*par b not 
included in the kit so one wxiuld have to k 
made somehow. Carving one out from I l:e 
scrap plastic wouldn't be enough) felt, sol 
resorted to another method. With the aid of 
the Aviation New drawings and my 
occupation in the PCB industry | wa* able to 
create a program tonuchinea wings]>arto 
the right si*e and dihedral angle whidi would 
fit thus adding a good support to tlx kit 
wings. The only snag encountered w*& Ihc fact 
that the spar would need 10 pass through the 
floor 4o u narrow segment needs to be 
lemowxl to allow this* -Also needed arc 
additional fermere to support the separated 
floor sections 

The material used is quite strongand is 
used in the PCB industry tor the support of 
copper panels when drillings but can b? fixed 
with super glue. Once I was satisfied that this 
would wxk, die fuselage halves were joinoi 
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after I added a link more nose wvighl just to 
make sun; I had a model that would stay on its 
nose* I was really pleased to find that I hadn't 
scraped too much plastic away from the two 
halves as was revealed at this stage- Then: were 
one or two places that did need nunc fillets of 
scrap plastic and fdler further round the joint. 
A quite sucressful job so far as a non regular 
vac-form builder 

So, to the wings next. The wing halves were 
treated at the same time its live fuselage with 
regard to the sanding operations to save lime. 
There's not much to da here once all the 
preliminaries haw been carried out. Joining 
the wing halves was straightforward; 
checking alignment was OK, the trailing 
edgts sharpness being important* Hen: I 
found it was necessary to pare down the 
thickness by using tlw Sandvik ending 
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block, filing and tidying with wet and dry, 
Again once ! was satisfied with a nice 
sharpish trailing edge to both wings I sei 
about rescribing the positions of the aileron 
trim labs and enhanced die ailerons by 
making saw cuts ai their exi remit ies lining a 
razor saw and the scribed lines as a guide. 
There is a tine recessed line about 37* inches 
in from the tips indicating the positions lor 
the wing fences. I made a saw cut right 
through the topsurfaoaand right thmugh to 
the lower surfaces at the leading edges to 
accommodate the fences* The cuts kid to be 
widened enough by shaving slivers to allow 
theie parts to fit. lite fences themselves were 
a little too long and pointed when compared 
to photos of the real aircraft so they were 
Miitably modified and fixed in place. 

Next to be dealt with were the nacelle 
fairings, which after being on out and 
prepared to fit sat perfectly into their 
respective recesses. Filler was needed all 
around on l>oth sides in order to blend into 
the wing surface. The well cast resin engine 
housings wen: then glued into place and 
blended in with some dabs of Milliput. Earlier, 
during the cutting out siagcs*ihc small square 
undercarriage doors were cut to allow the 
main legs to go through later. The main doors 
on the aircraft remained closed when on the 
ground, opening during the retracting 
sequencer feature on many machines. This 
solved the need to add detail to the hap which 
I wasn't keen to do. White metal engine inscris 
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iviih the prop shafts were 
then fitted into place without 
gluing as these parts were a 
light fit once cleaned up* The 
lower intake fairings were 
also supeiglued to the 
undersides at the locations 
marked, a little filler being 
used to fair diem in. Now 
that die wings w^re 
compietod any remaining 
cleaning up jobs were carried

out ready for Cuing to the fuselage. 

The grenc moment had arrived for the 
filling of the wings to the luselageand to see if 
the spar I had mode would meet my 
requirements. It \m here that I discovered a 
modification had to be made to tlx: spar about 
an inch and a half in from the ends in the 
form of filing out recesses logo around the 
raised mouldings in the wings tor the nacelles. 
Failure to do this results in the wing halves 
coming apart when forcing die unmodified 
spar through. Once die mod had been carried 
out any further fears were unfounded as the 
wings slid over the ipar with a reassuring dick 
right up to the fiisclagc without a hitch. 'lite 
bun joint at the fuselage was positive with a 
slight gap along the top surfaces and a slighi ly 
larger gap underneath but the dihedral turned 
out to he very good- KM A Plastic Weld was 
used to cement the wings in place as this 
ensures a stronger joint, reduces the n«d for 
too much filler and docs not attack the plastic 
enough lo spoil the model 1 was overjoyed at 
how well things were turning out so (ax An 
alternative method to die wing spar tit would 
be to ascertain tlw position of the -spar before 
assembling the wings and cutting a slot out 
from the raised sections of each wing half 
where the nacelles fil.Thc gap would be filled 
by the spar as it is slid into the wing when 
assembled and in any case won't be seen due 
to the closed wheel bay. Murphyi Law beat me 
again because I only thought of this oilier 
method alio; wauls! 

The model began to take shape rapidly 
now and I was looking forward to seeing it 
stand on its undercarriage. A spar for the 
tailplane xm made from scrap and inserted 
through the openings as for the wings and 
then the tail feathers fitted; again the join 
was good with just a little more filler to 
blend it in to the rear fuselage. An alignment 
check by looking at the model from head 
and tail on to sec if everything was square 
assured me that all was fine without any 



furtive r adjustments needed. 

Time now tor a thorough going over with 
bags of wet and diy toclean up all ihat filler 
{not that much really) and smooth off any 
other blemishes incurred during this work, 
Thiugs really were going swimmingly. The 
main canopy had been cut out, a* was the 
astrodome, and test fitted. Hie canopy needed 
careful trimming as oidy one is supplied and 
when this was done a trial fit showvxi that this 
part fitted as it was supposed ta A ward or 
two should be said here about Acrodub and 
this kit. As you will haw noticed J had my 
little trouble in the lit of parU in the 
construction and it is all due to the design of 
live kit and the well thought out assembly 
instructions and vac*iorm building guidance 
notes Ihat you can expect from Aerodutx 
Coming from someone who doesn't normally 
build vac-forms it has given me a lot of 
inspiration tor future modelling in this media. 
Now that tlw commercials axe over, on to the 
next and final stajps. 

So for I have covered tlte main assembly of 
the Varsity. Ift now lime to Mart adding live 
oilier biu left lying around in die bos. The 
main undercarriage kgs. as with all the other 
metal costings* were cleaned up and fixed into 
place though the small openings to the 
undersides of the nacelles (where else). Hie 
main wheels followed ensuring diese were 
vertical by resting the model on a fiat surface. 
Two smaller doors were made from spare 
plastic sheet to match the openings 
completing this area. This was then followed 
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by the nose gear assembly. I had a little bother 
in getting this to stay in place, but il was all 
down to me applying too much loctite and 
not cleaning lite old dried up stuff properly; 
eventually it decided to remain in place us 
intended. This is where 1 found out that the 
addition of nose weight together with a lot of 
weight already in place was more than ample. 
I then added some pieced of stretched spnte 
and micro strip to add a bit of detail and 
realism to ito nose wheel bay. Admittedly it 
may not be totally accurate bur looks good to 
me. being better than leaving a big empty 
void. The nose doors were troublesome loo 
but there I used the plastic sections cut out 
earlier which are the right size and arc also a 
bit better looting than the metal ones 
supplied Purely my clwicc and decision. Small 
bits of scrap plasiic caid were made to 
represent the lunges and completed this wage. 

By now )xiu1l have guessed that the model 
\m indeed standing on all threes! Looking ar 
the model fiom a number of angles at 
eye-ltvti and at a distance the sir of it looked 
#»od. Other items to be added were the aerial 
mast and the square-shaped antenna or 
whatever it is on the lop side of Ihc fuielage* 
Having earned out all sanding operations 
earlier it lite I urn of Ihc tried and tested 
Ibilfords Grey Primer. Once a good coal was 
applied and dry, a thorough look all over 
revealed the inevitable blemishes that would 
need further attention . This was done and a 
final coat of primer (just to make sure) was 
applied and giver, o tight rub down with a 




scouring pad to smooth off the texture a Ixt 
which gives a nice smooth surface foe the 
coining paint job. 

Painting & Finishing 

The main cockpit transparency needed a little 
more trimming to check the lit and when 
satisfactory was fixed into place with liquid 
supergluc. the fiirnes escaping through the 
other window openings thus avoiding any 
doudingof the clear part. Inevitably the slight 



£*p$ found around Ulis area were treated 
accordingly and allowed to dry out thoroughly 
before any further work could be carried out 
At this stage a plan ol action on the best way 
to tackle the final painting and glazing of the 
cabin windows had to be thought up. 1 
decided to lira* carry out die job of the 
finished colour scheme of Aluminium overall 
with the white top decki rg. After masking ihe 
main canopy and the area to be painted wbite> 
Xtracolor XM2 (Aluminium! was applied by 
airbrush lo the eni ire mode). Two coats wete 
spnqvd on allowing plenty of time to dry 
between each coat. This was then lirtlowed by 
removing the masking from llw fuselage top. 
carefully leaving the correct demarcation 
along the nose lightning Hash from just 
behind die cockpit down to the extreme tip. 
Masking was iujo left on the main canopy 
leaving the central roof area which w^s lo be 
finished in white along with the res: of the 
fuselage top and fin, Before doing so the resi of 
the entire mode! wis masked with rape and 
lots of paper lissue to prevent anyov^rspray 
onto the aluminium pair.n 

For the fuselage upper surfaces i used 
Ha] fords Appliance While on recommendation 
by a friend A coal of White Primer from tlw 
%<ersatile llalfords range of acrylic aerosols was 
first sprayed on to give a good base tor the 
main gloss white finish mentioned above* The 
finwh is very good and I am very pleased with 
Ihe end result. Once again with all the main 
paintwork dry the masking was carefully 
remitt^ followed by an inspection, 
particulariy of die demarcaiion between the 
iwocotours. A cheek around ihe<anopy 
reveaJcd acouple of places »vhich needed 
attention with some Krislal-Klear to Gil lite 
imperfections and some touching up Willi lite 
*ame paini sprayed into the cap of the aerosol 
so that it could be applied by brush. Having 
satisfied myself with the paint job ilwa* lime 
toihfnk about die cabin windows. A chat with 
fallow club members gave me a couple of leads 
lo solving the problem, however I found it 
amongst my scrap* of non modelling items a 
Atrip of transparent relate, the kind [bund to 
keep collar stiff in new* shirts as part of the 
packaging. The ideal solution br the windows* 
suitably cut to the correct sizes and fitted to 
the openings 1 therefore went ahead and 
produced enough windows plus a fewaparcs 
and g?t on with fixing them to the model 
Plastic Weld was used for ibis and seemed to 
work wtl though I did liave the aggro of some 
of than falling inside and then having to 
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stake them back out again! Hut in the end 
they all &aycd pul and it was lime to gel tlw 
deeding stage going. Incidentally' to avoid 
causing more headaches ivith regards to the 
bomb aimer's position in the lower fuselage 
jranntcr 1 chose to depict the dear ponds with 
a very da* grey paint glossed owr. 

Cecals 

The kit doeal sheet is quite vt*U printed and in 
good register, though Wttte of the smaller 
items 0:1 fiicihccrarenot a^d*uflcr a little bit 
of smudging. The more important items arc 
OK though and so I started with the wing 
roundels. These* together with the fuselage 
ones have separate red centres toensute 
concentricity. Itagress was made by applying 



lite walkway su ipes using the plans supplied* 
Then came the fuselage cheatlincs and I 
waited from the rear for some reason and it 
wa$ when I came to applying the nose flashes 
dial u problem arose. In order for the lightning 
segment to be located in the right place 
behind the cockpit side windows I round that 
it was too short! This left a {pip of about half 
an inch along the main fuselage and as for the 
nose extremities this tell well $hort of the nose 
end. Disappointed with this 1 contacted 
Ae^dubexplainingthc problem and askingif 
it would be prasible for them to send me 
another decal sheet to enable me to complete 
the cheat line* This was acknowledged within 
two working days a wry commendable 
response! So I now could continue to finish 





this stage by cutting appropriate lengths of the 
cheat lines from the replacement shew 10 till 
in llw gaps left on the model and pHicoxfcd to 
sort out the serial by removing the last digit 
from WJ945and replacing this with a '9' from 
one of the options in the kit (locals inverted to 
make the*6 T (br my chosen aircraft; WJ9*k>. 
The individual code letter 'M'cumc from the 
versatile Modcldccal range and completed the 
markings. 

More decalling was still to be done and thw 
was die windscreen framing, I achieved this 
by using white decal striping* made some 
years ago by ScanMaster, from my decal 
Mock* Ihc actual framing is none to dearly 
defined on ilw vac-form pan so 1 resorted to 
using photographic references in the 
publications mentioned earlier This method I 
decided was better than trying to paint them 
on and also ensured symmetry to the overall 
look, and in any case I am not that good at 
painting straight lines with a line brush and 
steady hand! 

Rnal items to add were the aerial from the 
sloping mast to near the fm tip made from 
stretched sprue, as was lite II type antenna 



below the cockpit positioned by referring to 
photos. The propellers having been earlier 
assembled. primed and painted black during 
one of the hills in the main Atages, were also 
fitted at this stage and any areas that needed 
touching up completed the job.

So 1 now haw a model of the Hying pig* in my 
collection many yean after last seeing one in 
the air As to the kit it has to be said that 
Aerodtib have produced an interesting subject 
which no other manufacturer has seen fit to 
produce in l/72nd.WUh large nicely formed 
parts and> due to the type of aircraft, wry few 
fiddly pans to put off newcomers to vac-form 
building To complement the VU&ity I will next 
tackle Acroclubs Anson C I9JT.20.

Showman Supreme 

In October 1956, after the IHth Fighter 
Bomber Wing (FBW) had relinquished 
control of the'SkYblafcetf acrobatic team 
(see SA»VUVol5JManuary 1999), the name 
returned 10 the original founders the 36th 
FI>W»now based at BitburgAVest Germany. 
Oapt. Wilbur L/Bill' Creech, a veteran of 
the first fal-iel' air battle over Korea* came 
to lead the team. Me waa more than 
qualified for iuch a job, having flown both 
right and left wing positions with the USA- 
based *Thunderbirds', whilst performing on 
the F#4f and . r-84F aircraft between 1954 
and 1955, 



Tfcam members took spare aircraft to 
Morocco in September 1956 for their final 
training period while an appropriate colour 
scheme was being applied at Bitburg to their 
display P- lOOCs.On returning to base, Opt 
Creech apparently was not very impressed 
with the zig*£ag pattern on the fin and 
rudder* requesting something more in line 
with 'Stars *n Stripes*; the now-familiar star- 
Studded tail and red/white striped trailing 



edge was born. 

Their first official season was I957> 
when they performed 40 displays in Europe 
and North Africa> visiting England for the 
first time on lune 1 5, for the Wethcrsfield 
Open House. Being the first Supersonic' 
team in Europe* the Skyblazers quickly 
gained a much-vaunted reputation with 
their spectacular and 'brutal* displays - very 
low. noisy passes in roll afterburner. During 
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the 1957 season* there are reports that they 
used well-timed sonic bangs before 
officialdom banned them! Together with 
formation loops, rolls, whifferdills, 360° 
vertical turns, and the individually rolling 
'Fleur-de-lis*, the stunning vertical bomb* 
burst and four-way cross-over soon became 
a crowd pleasen 

Capt. Creech left the team in December 
1959. and Capt J.W. Armstrong became 
leader for a short while before Capl.'Paf 
Kramer (who had been solo pilot in 1959) 
took over around May I960. 

At this time a new manoeuvre was 
added to the team's programme. Ihisbcinga 
slow, gear-down* diamond pass that 
suddenly climbed about 45° in full 
afterburner. Neat fuel was then injected into 
the exhausts resulting in massive bright 
flames some S-lOm long trailing behind 
each aircraft. As the diamond climbed away, 
the solo F- 100, when conditions allowed, 
zipped through under the smoke and flames 
from the opposite direction, trailing his own 
long flame. Wiih this stunt, the team lived 
up to its name. 

Regretfully, the Skyblaiers were finally 
disbanded around January 1962 as the 36th 
Hictical Fighter Wing (TFW), as it had been 
designated* completed its conversion onto 
the Republic F- 10S Thundcrchicf The team 
had hoped to continue on the new 'beast*, 
but were turned down by the C*in-C of 
United Stales Air Force Europe (USAFE), 
Gen Truman H. Landon/rhc flag panel on 
the port side of their aircraft recorded the 
countries they had visited: Iran, Belgium, 
Spain, Germany, Switzerland, England, 
Norway, Morocco. Libya. Holland. 
Luxembourg, France, Italy. Turkey, Greece 
and Finland; apparently unrecorded in this 
manner were their visits to the USA, 
Denmark and Corsica. 

The SVyblasers' F- 100s were 
dramatically painted in Red/White/Blue xig- 
zag nose stripes, similarly repeated on the 
wing and stabilator tips. A patriotic Stars 'n 
Stripes lin completed a very aggressive 
paint scheme* Apart from a very obvious 
change to the nose stripes for 1960-61, the 
team's markings varied only in minor 
details through their five display seasons.

On 
January 24. 1956, the MOOD took to the aii 
Tor the lira time, It was distinguishable 
from its higher tail, of larger area, and an 
increased wing root chord to increase wing 
area. Some sources claim a longer fuselage 
by the insertion of a plug just aft of the 
cockpit. However this is an optical illusion 
created by the repositioning or most panels 
on the forward fuselage, due to a complete 
"front office' oveihaul, and inclusion of a 
number of additional 'black boxes', Aiming 
which was an MB* J automatic pilot. This 
aid was expressly developed for supersonic 
jet-fighters allowing the pilot to concemralc 
on tactics while the aircraft flew itself to its 
target.

Into Combat and Exports 

No account of the MOO would be complete 
without at least a short mention of its 
involvement in the Vietnam War. Although 
the MOO units had been stationed in 
Thailand since the middle of 1962, it was on 
June 9. 1964. that the first MOO strike 
against North Vietnam was performed by 
the 615th Tactical Fighter Squadron (TFS), 
under the command of the legendary Col 
George Lawn. This mission was to lay down 
the tactics for most of the subsequent Super 
Sabn; actions in this theatre: refuel in the air 
just after take-oft find and bomb the target,

The Model 

As mentioned earlier LO, Models arc very 
basic and you only get the shape of the main 
components These all needed refinement 
and a !<>: <rf work before they were up to my 
usual standards. These kits are usually a 
heavy plastic vac-formed over a male mould 
with no cxtia details, 1 ended up using only 
eleven of ihe original kit wis, these being 
things lilte the tusek*gp,wing^ elevators and 
the gun padc. 

Cockpit 

Willi motf models today construction slarts 
with the cockpit and I followed this routine* I 
like to spend time doing the best ( can in the 
cockpit as this is where most people look first. 

Once 1 had built a bath tub 
to the right dimension I 
started work on die 
instrument panels and side 
consuls. I buihdie 
inMrumett panels starting 
with a piece of 1(1 thou plastic 
caid cut to shape and painted 
white. On this I then marked 
out the position of all of the 
instruments with a pencil-Once 
lappy with the position I placed 
an appropriate decal from Kchcal 
IMSth or )V32nd scale instrument 
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dccals in the desired location am! then I made 
the bezels from my fine copper wire wound 
around a suitably sized piece of sprue and cut 
40 as 10 foim a circle of wire. These beads 
were carefully placed over the dccals and some 
gloss varnish was applied. This serves two 
purposes; one* it slicks the copper to the decal 
and two, it gives a glow face to the instrument, 
looking like glass* Wherever (here is a raised 
switdt or knob I replicated them with 
stretched sprue inserted into holes I had 
drilled in the panel This is super glued from 
the back in order lo avoid any damage to the 
delkale front. With all of these tats of sprue 
slicking out of the panel, cate had to be taken 
in handling if, especially in the next step. In 
order to get all of the switches to lite same 
length I cut them back with scissors then, 
using a soldering iron which I held near to the 
end of each, the sprue is heated up and forms 
a*nuishroom* at the tip. This may seem a little 
daunting but with practice it'-sa very easy and 
rewarding task*A similar operation was 
executed on the side consoles. Once completed 
the cockpit was painted.

around ihe dials and knobs. I replicated this 
by using a pinhead loaded with oil paint and ' . 
scraped it where I wanted it. If I wanted a 





head rests were carved from chunks of 
Milliput and adorned with various details 
made from wire and sheet pew ten Alt thai

strops. 1 made these from m4&*ngt3pe 
suiiably painted and Reheat l/32nd scale seat 
Ijelt buckles in etched brass, I then added the 
emergency eject pull handle* ffttde from two 
piecMpfftjppcr wire.oiw-painled yellow the 
other paintfid blad;. whkh wert intertwined 
^flo^lher. This gives a grjod representation of 
l?thc real thing without having to reson to 
difficult painting,! painted the seats ina 
similar fashion to the rest of lite cockpit. 1 
noticed that all seats have an inventory 
number paintftl on the sides of the lopbox k so 
I reverted to my pin and oil paint technique 
and managed to paint legible numbers on the 
iides of each seal Ma final detail I added 
some home made dccals for the information 
plates often seen in and around cockpits* 
Ttec were made from Bao>Metal Foil 
painted blade then scraped away to reveal the 




perfect straight line I would use a similar 
mcthodtbut usinga scalpel blade in place of 
the pin. After this had dried for several day* I 
went back ainl gave the whole assembly a 
rash of very thin oil paint* to give the 
impression of depth. The final step was to add 
extra detail and give a very subtle dry 
brushing of a metallic paint in areas or wear 
and tear The control columns were carved 
from a suitable piece of plastic rod and knobs 
were added as described previously. The same 
applied for the throttles and rudder pedals. 

The next stcp> which I gfi on with whilst 
the paint was drying* vras to make the ejection 
seats. In the Hawk there have been two 
different versions of die Marl in Baker Mk 10 
seat used. After trying to find suitable resin or 
white metal seats J decided to scratch buikl 
my Mm. 1 began with bases of plastic card 
embellished with various bits of copper wire 
and seat cushions made from Milliput.The 



underlying colour with my misled pin run 
along a straight edge very lightly Once 
complete they were cut to size and attached to 
where ever was appropr iate- 

Wings 

These were made as per a normal kit with top 
left and top right wings mating to the whole 
lower wii>ft All trailing edges were thinned 
down usinga scraping method with a scalpel 
rather like using a plane. Willi the main 
assembly together I decided to lower the 
trailing edge (laps to add some more visual 
interest. After marking out the location of die 
Baps they were removed by using a raaor saw 
Some shaping of die wingtips had to be done 
in order to retain the sharply angled trailing 
edges; this was achieved by inserting slivers of 
sheet pcwtcr>thcn I buill up the area with 
some super glue. When this was dry caivlul 
filing was needed to reshape the corners. This 



is* problem with most vac-forms as they loose 
detail in thisareaandnaxl woik lo ftgain it. 
The wing tip lights causal some bead 
v;i;aehi;tg and I ovcroom* rlns by cutting the 
area out of the wing tip* ta; + kin£ it up with ;

The last thing todo to the 
wings at this stage was to make the integral 
main (par bays. I produced tl>e wheei bays 
from plastic aid and filled them with lotsof 
wire and appropriate duller from various 
materiak The Gaps and their aauators were 
madclater>all being scratch buill in plastic 
card* The actuator housings were made by heat 
forming thin plaslic card over a carved 
wooden mould This allows you lo make more 
than one and haw them all look the same. 

Fuselage 

The kit fiisciagc is split verticalhvit also 
incorporates the vertical fin and needed a lot 
of reshaping, especially around the nose area. 
This done with Milliput spread over the 
plaslic and shaped whilst still soft with a wet 
finger. I realised very early on that the Hawk 
lias very visible engiive intakes and these were 
going lo need reproducing. Ai this stage I filled 
the fuselage with expanding foam diat you 
can buy at D.l.Y.storcs for filling cavities in 
walls. With this in place 1 begin to carve Ac 
intakes out of the foam. This proved 
demanding as I couldn't gel my fingers down 
the intakes and ail of the sutgery had lo be 
done at the opening of the tunnel. Once I was 
satisfied with the shape I spread Milliput over 
Uw insides of the intakes with a long handled 
paint brush and smoodied them out with 
water. Vnis look more time and effort than 
any other part of the model as 
constant refining was necessary. 
With the internal structures 
complete 1 added llw 
external trunkingand 
faired these in with 
Milliput. At ll-e 
rear of the 
tunnel is a 



compressor face, 1 couldn't fine a suitable one 
in my spaies box so I had no alternative bu; to 
scratch build one. Once I had created a 
bulkhead to mount it on 1 took a circle of ID 
thou plastic card and cut 64 lined radiating 
from the centre out> about 5mm being left ai 
the centre of the disc intent fech €f die blade* 
was held in a pair of twxe/ersand given a 
slight twist. The resulting (an face needed a 
centre hub which 1 turned from a piece o: old 
sprue. Several large intakes are evident on Ihe 
Hawk and three were made using various 
sices of hollow tubing and boxing in on the 
inside ol the fiisclagc. A suitably sfocd pfe* ol 
brass tubing was used to make the cxliausi 
and a rear turbine face was made in a similar 
fashion lo the front one* A rx>sc wheel bayard 
tlw air brake housing were conducted before 
live fuselage sub assemblies v/crc brought 
togel kef. Judicious use of super glue arxi a lot 
of mani]>ulation completed die basic luselagc 
construction sequence. Once 1 had the 
fuselage toj^-lher I could srt(hat lucre wjs a 
large area on the starboard side o- the spine 
that was badly formed • ThiifteSlcd wvia 
applications ol Mi Jipu!*o regain ll:<: 
acptvjpriale jfrapeiif you Itavc ihe oppori 
tnexamincall^wk you will notice thai Ihe 
rear pur linn ol ibe lusekti-:e iscovejedin

disturbed and dirty. I decided to try and 
replicate these rivets as they are such a 
pmmincnt feature. In a similar lashion 10 that 
used on the inslnunem panels I drilled out 
each Itole then inserted a length of stretched 
Sprue. This time instead of using the soldering 
iron 1 molted ihem with M.kK or liquid y 
glue. This resulted in a very convincing 
representation of the rivets even thoup I 
didn't count them! Also on thellawk>as with 
most aircraft> standing at certain angles to the 
plane you can see stressed skin, rippling and 
refleclu^gthe light* 1 wanted to try and cvpftlte 
ihis effect as the final scheme was to be black 
and this didn't allowtor (go much shading. I 
came up with a dilution lhal I think gax^ a 
very realistic edeci Once all o: the panel lines 
had been saiboL 1 took a scalpel and scraped 
at the area I wanted to stress with several 
heavy passes over lite panel lu>c in order to 
lake enough material to give aduce 
dimensional look.When completed I went 
over the area with wet and dry lo smooth out 
any marks left by the blade. The mo& 
prominent area of stress is on thcouwides of 
the cockpit and this helps m break the 
monotony of the fiat featureless panels in this 
area. One other small ihing on the llawk is the 
proliferation of NACA ducts - these are small 
curved shapes almost likca triangle with two 
curved sides and the rear face 
ilat. Tttey have an air intake 
buBt into then) and are all 
over the airframe. 'lit make 
these I took some slicet 
aluminium* then wilh a 
ttttxi)g tool and usinga 
cmplatc 1 heavily scribed the 
ape. As the aluminium is 
ojtly 5 thou it takes only a little 
pie<sure to cut through. I only 
cut the wo sides and the rear 
face of the triangle and leave the 
small altadmienl point at ihe 
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front* The middle piece, Mill attached, is 
pushed through into a position that looks lite 
the due ting underneath, and the whole thing 
is then cur aremnd the outside willi nice 
Straight edges. This is then placed into a 
suitable sued and shaped hole on the model* 
and faired in with super glue All rims were 
liven drilled out* These an: done with the 
smaller drill bit E have and each one is d<ttic 
by hand, I turn die drill one complete twist 
then reverse il for halfa twist to amiove any 
burrs, Thfc nose on this aircraft has a large j 
landing hgfal mounted inside an acrody nan ac 
covering jusi below the pitoi tube .This 
pawed robe easier to make than firci 
ant kipped, the light itself coming from my ^ 
spares box. and if memory serves me right 11 
was a 1/24 scale car headlight cover whidi I 
mated with an old model car light. I then had; 
to make a new nose fairing to j# over the light 
and match the size of ihefuseb^c- 1 found that 
the FLIR. cover from a l/ttih scale S4 Viking 
was perfect to vac*form over in clear plastic a 
new replacement nose fairing.This was then 
faired in to the rest of the fuselage with 
MrilipuL I replicated the long pilot from 
several sittsof Stainless Steel one inside of 
the other, to $?t the 'look* of the original At 
this stage the fuselage was beginning to take 
on the appearance of the teal thing but theft 
was tfill a long way to go* 

Bringing it all together 

The next step was for me to mate the fuselage 
to the wings. After a bit of manipulation I 
super glued lltt two together Just a little filler 
and they wen: blended together. I then moved 
my attention to the wing root blending, I 



thought il was going to trouble me, however I 
can Ittwictfly say thai litis was an easy job* I 
ranted both sides to mutch so I produced a 
set of templates tor die individual plates in 
tjpSrea, and these were then taped to some 
sheet pewter and cut out- Sheet pewter is a 
fairly flexible material lltal cm jiave 
compound curves introduced by careful 
application of pressure in certain places. These 
plates I super glued into place and with a paint 
brush handle bent them to fit, and at the same 
lime ( go* the compound curves which afe 
cedent. 

Undercarriage 

The main gear on the Hawk is a fairly robust 
affair and the bejt way I found to make them 
was out of brass rods soldered together with 
some scrap plastic attachments*! had the 
Italeri 1/72nd scale kit lo hand so I used the 
gear from this kitjis reference, taking 1 
mcasua*mcnts with a micrometer and scaling 
them up by 225%, \foiious sues of rod were 
cut to length ami then cleaned up with wire 
wooLOnce I was satisfied 1 lined up all the 
components and hcid them together firmly in 
some metal damps, i then applied Flux to the 
joint, healed it up with the soMcring iron and 
applied some solder, capillary action did the 
rest and took the molten solder around the 
joint, lite end result is an extremely strong 
joint which sliould last for pftrs. The rest of 
the gear had to be crowd from solid plasi ic 
and it took me scvvral attempts to gel a 
matching pair Wheels proved to be another 
trip down the scratch building road as 1 
turned up the main wheels in my motor fool 
out of a chunk of rest n. To gei a pair 1 copied 



my master by coating it with latex rubber lo 
make a mould. I lillcd the mould with a 
two-part Polyurethane resin which wait off in 
about 10 minuter A similar technique was 
employed for the nose gear and wheckand 
thU lime the wheel was an almost direct copy 
of one I found in my spares box. The 
un&rearria^ doors were made from 
laminated p-asl iccard cut from template* I 
made from thegearbflys. In order to retain 
the structural integrity of the metal gear I had 
to make a strong mounting point. This 1 did by 
embedding the gear in a lump of Milliput 
and cai ving it to slyapewhcn dry: I made 
various hoses and connectors from thin 
Solder ar^d copper wire and all were attached 
With carefid applications oi super ^|uc,Thc - : 
hingeson the doors were made from old 
photociehcd friHs,Tl^ arc TOry; strong and 
the mass is normally thiii enough lo be cut 
With a pair of scissors 

Canopy 

This was going to be one of the focal points of 
the finUhcd kit and llwretbrc had to be 
perfect, or as dose as I could make it, 1 found 
that the kit-supplied canopy was not the right 
shape and fairly hazy when viewed up dose, 
Yet another part to be scratch built, but this 
was fairly easy as t had a starting point in the 
form of the kit canopy. This 1 Mod with resin 
and when dry, I attached the resin plug with 
small tacks of super ghie to the fuselage, from 
this I determined that some refinement was 
necessary and this I did with Millipui-Oncc 
satisfied with the shape of the resin plug I 
removed it and tidied it up by sanding it wilh 
progressively finer grades ofwfl and dry until 



I was polishing it with car wax polish. I then 
mounted this plug on a belly piece of wood 
and did some heat fornting, 1 didn't nc$d to 
vac-lbnn as llvere were no undcreutsand die 
shape of the canopy was one grade curve in 
the longitudinal axis and one shoit i^nitte 
curve in tht widdi axis J woM^ advice of a 
friend wlw also showd m lite way of heat 
fanning and il worked. I loofca piece of 10 
llwj dear VVC and cut i; intoa rectangle 
slightly larjjy that: tlx area to be ibrmcdThis 
w%& then cJanipcd into two home made 
holding devices rat Iter like a pair of chop

I managed to make two almost 
perfect canopies straight away on my first 
attempt! Sow that I had ihc clear part I moved 
onto die frames. These were made in exactly 
the same way as the clear except I used 10 
thou plastic card, Once 1 had made the inner 
one, I made ihc outer one mct the inner one 
still on the plug mould. This allowed for Ihe 
thickness of the plastic.As il turned out the 
pla&fc outer frame did no: give enough 
strength so I produced another out of 5 thou 
aluminium sheet* All three layer* were then 
laminated toeplhcr and a strong canopy with 
separate frames- resulted,Va:ious hoses and 
mechanisms were fabricated from plastic rod 
and copper wire and attached with super glue. 
The blast protector screen wus cut from tl>e 
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clear PVCartd the lower angular ftuinc 
support was cowjuacd from some l*beams 
that ( had itrvlched life spiutTheHawk 
iatiop^like many British ai^raft>|)af ^ >%H^ly 
l" : neon the inside of the clear pffll of lh« 
structure thijs is l1tcMlHl'(Mim$iur?

Air brake 

I had noticed that when ihcllawk sparked 
cHe-lprgc, one*pio£c aii bmtkc' is inlhe partly 
depxtyvd pMttlon. 1 am not stuv if this is to do 
wilfca drop olTin hydraulic pressure or just 
routine to deploy it when at rcsl. Regardless, ) 
was gpiiij! to have to buikl a suitable airbrake* 



Once again scratch building was the only 
answer and ibis was heat formed plastic card 
pulled owr a male plug mould made out of 
Halsa wootL The Balsa is carved to the light 
shape then coated with several layers of super 
glue. This makes It very hard and it resist* the 
heal of live plastic without any ill cflecte* 0:i 
the inside of ilw brake there arc a I<rt of 
internal vjcitglhenm which I made from 
several diifercnt iiwss of plastic rod. The 
hydraulic actuating link I made from a length 
of hypodermic stainless fledtubirg and 
turned up the piston cylinder from some 
plastiv iod. The whole thing was mounted into 
two pa^ioasly placed biocis of plastic vhith I 
hatl glued inside of ttofiisefage. the two bei 
pinittd for extra strength. 

Weapons 

The weapons consisl of iwo main paits, live 
pin pack and the mi&Ues* The gun pack was 
a kit-modified «cm that I n>*hapcd with 
Millipul.To this was added several small 



vents, these being taken from an old etched 
buss fret where 1 iww lucky enough to find 
■suitable salens la cover the holes that I had to 
make The gun barrel came from some plastic 
tubing of different diameter* placed one inside 
of the other to give the de-sia^ ihickness then 
turned up to the final shape in my motor look 
Small holw in the s-rfc of ihe batrd had to be 
drilled and kept pci>vndtcular<Hiis proved to 
be a cJtaltenge and was overcome by holding 
the barrel in a damp and drilling using a 
$malt drill press* as this way J knew thai the 
holes would be vertical to the barrel^ 
longitudinal axis. 

The Sidewinders became a challenge when 
I realised that there arc no really decent 
models of them in l/32nd kale. Looking at 
detailed photo* of them I found dial they m 
simple tubular siwpcs with themosl 
complicated jurt being the nose section. I 
came to the conclusion lhat if the aircraft was 
to be depicted at rcat then lk seeker heads 
would be covered with simple tubular shapes, 
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therefore 1 didn't need to worry about making 
the noses. With suitable sections of plastic roil 
tu hand I $ft about their construction. On the 
Sidewinder there are lots of coloured bands 
whidi I portrayed as scribed lines. This would 
aid painting later and I managed to accomplish 
it by using a pipe cutter which 1 only tightened 
enough to score. I then turned the tube this 
givinga straight perpendicular line which 
went all the My around the missile body, Tl>e 
fins came from the only other commercially 
available set that I used, that being the Mode) 
Teduwiogics etclwd missile lins set. It was 
imperative that they wre mounted at 90° as 
the slightest angle off would be noticeable, so I 
used the same technique as when I did the 
holes in the gun barrel and this resulted in a 
very thin-tinned accurate missile. Hie missile 
seeker bead cowrswvre manufactured from 
small lengths nf plastic rod with one end 
Mocked ofl-Thc cup-like dope lVj| s pushed on 
to the completed missile and tiird with some 
lycra dutaAOn the real thin}! they are held in 
place withbungtf like chttlc diaLis wmpjvd 
around one tu more of Ihc fonvaxd fins to hold 
ittc cover in place. The weapons pylons had to 
be hand carved from sheet pUsiic as no decent 
alternatives were available, 

Painting 

With all appropriate masks in place i cftUA' ^ 
begin the process of painting. After a first coat 
of Haltbrds Grey Primer ! did a visual 
inspection of the model and 
reclifwd any faults, only small 
areas needing wwk, and 
soon 1 was spraying 
the Primer again.

the whole model a wipe down with a Tac Rag 
{sticky rag used to pick up any last minute 
dust before spraying). As the final colour was 
to be Black I decided to use another of 
Half oids cans. I find that the pigment in these 
cans is very fine and leaves a great finish 
which is hatd to the touch inside th irty 
minute*. To aid the flow of paint from the can 
I immerse it in some wurm water for a tew 
minutes; this result* io a far better paint flow 
than straight out of the can cold. Once the 
Mack was finished I masked up any small 
areas that needed to be a different cotour and 
sprayed the appropriate colour, this included 
things like lite wheel baps, airbrake bay and 
exhaust There* was only one awkward part 
and that tfu the backing for the li^r head 
decal, and for ihis 1 used a Sparc photocopy of 
the (local asa template and sprayed white 
through it in order to $x over the fact that I

DecaU 

Early On in the cnmtruclkmt realised that I 
i jnight haw to Kind paint thetigci's head on the 
\ fin, kowver I was fortunate eflgu^i to have a 
good friend who helped. I'mm my original 
■sidc-on photographs of the real plane we 
F scanned the image into a computer, the images 
were imported into Corel Draw 7 and 
manipulated in order to get the colours as true 
to life as possible. With the images 
ready to print 1 went to a local hijji 
street piuHCtf and asked for them 
to print them on clear decal film 
itting a colour laser copier at 600 
dote per ineh. 1 was pr inti ng onto 
Xtradeeal clear film and as this is dear 
you must remember that white will not 
prim or show up so this is why I had to 
paint white before the decal was 
applied. lust before I had the decals 
primed I realised that I couldn't read the 
pilot* name just bdow the cockpit from 
my photograpta As 1 was going (o the 
engtks of printing the decab from 
xKpgrapIu I had lo ^t the pilots name 




right! M a model show that I attended I had the 
half-cumpktcd modrf on display with some of 
die original photos next to it* and during the

BAe Hawk Ejection Seat - Martin Baker Type/Mk 10 



Throughout its career> the Hawk has been 
fitted with a iype/Mk 10 Martin Baker 
ejection scat. Initially, when the type was 
firtf introduced into RAF service, it was 
fitted with the Type I0R This scat was Dark 
Sea Grey overall and featured a large 
headbox (parachute/drogue storage unit). 
After l°&>, all RAH machines, plus all

Sky lancer: Last

History 

The Skylancer was the logical extension ol the Skyray program. Douglas started 
mock-up work on the Skylancer In November ot 1953 and airframe work began 
thereafter The aircralt was the natural outgrowth ot the F4D Skyray and the Skylancer 
displayed many improvements in airframe design, avionics and weapons delivery. In 
September ot 1954. Douglas incorporated a new system, the Aero X-24A which gave 
the Skylancer an all-weather capability. This innovative system allowed tor fully 
automatic aircraft function during attack'bombing phase and in the ever crucial air-la- 
air role. This system was integrally amalgamated with the specific radar and fire 
control systems of tfie F5D-1 .This gave the Skylancer excellent (racking and fighting 
qualities. Douglas also employed a manual stand-by system in case of radar failure. 
This design would later be employed in the next generation of USAF and USN lighters 
where radar was to become essential for the ACM (Air Combat Manoeuvre) and CAP 
(Combat Air Patrol) roles. 

The F5D-1 Skylancer first took to the air on April 21 st, 1 956 and was llovm by Robert 
0 RalW, The Skylancer attained supersonic speeds on rts maiden flight and the 
airframe improvements made from the previous F4D Skyray program proved 
successful Minor changes were made to the wheel and brake systems but otherwise 
the airframe performed admirably. The number two aircraft first flew on June 30th, 
1 956 with Rahn again at the controls* The aircraft was put through its paces and it 
performed rather well with no compressor stalls, even when the aircraft was put in 
extreme angle of attacks or high altitude. The aircraft also performed well with the 
United Stales Navy Paluxet River test pilot, Commander Tom Gallagher, who flew the 
aircraft no less than 28 times between 10th July and the 1 7lh July 1 956, There were 
problems with procurement of the X-24A system, which would cause a fleet 
deployment delay from July to October 1958* Also the cost of the final F5D-1 would 
be dramatically increased by about 39%. These problems combined with United 
States Navy changes in aircraft procurement policies doomed the program and made 
way for the highly successful Chance-Vought F-8 Crusader and the McDonnell F-4 
Phantom. The Skylancer did however have a fruitful career with the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics |NACA] (precursor to the National Aeronaulics and Space 
Administration (NASA)) flight test program with future aslronaut Neil Armstrong. 
Armstrong used the Skylancer to develop an escape procedure tor the X-20 Dyna* 
Soar program.

Construction 

As with most aircraft kits, construction 



begins with the cockpit. The tub im sanded 
down to fit within lite fuselage halves and 
the ejection seal was removed from the 
moulding Mock and prepared for painting, 
Tb& instrument panel/hood piece was also 
cleaned up and prepared for painting. The 
tub ms painted in an overall Navy 
Aggressor Grey. Once this dried* I painted 
the side consoles and instrument 
panel/hood in rial black and then picked out 
the details in various lighter shades. 1 then 
proceeded to paint the ejection In the 
overall same shade of gray. The seat 
cushions and headrest were then painted in

Once 1 was satisfied with the fit 
I supetglued Ike wh<u burner unit into the 
fuscliige half- The whole area was then 
painted with Icslors Mclalizer Gunmet&l 
and dry-brushed tiVtf will* Sol Aluminium 
polishing powder. This technique renders a 
unique and realistic burnt metal look. 

Alter ihe cockpit tub was allowed to dry 
overnight 1 proceeded to superglue it into 
the fuselage half will) ample dry lilting 
along the ivay. Now that oil the internal parts 
wen? in place, I cpoxied the fuselage halves 
together. This was a nice fit which only 
needed a minimal amount of gap filling 
superglue to tidy it up. 1 then sanded down 
the seams until all was to my satisfaction. 
The vertical lail was epoxied into place, this 
however, needed some sanding to acquire a 
flush St Now it was :ime for the critical 
wing atf cmbly. 

The wing fit on this particular model is 
critical due to ilie airframe configuration. It 
is besi to dry fit many limes before 



committing to the cement. I maintained a 
correct alignment to the vertical axis and I 
cemented each wing into place. Even with 
careful dry filling and alignments there was 
still a slight gap nf about a millimetre 
between fuselage and wing root. I proceeded 
to fill this gap with gap filling supergluc. | 
sanded it flush and prepared the airframe 
for the primer stage. 

I decided to try a new primer that has 
been recently introduced to the United 
Stales market it is Cuiwc Sangyo Mr. Resin 
Primer Surfacer. This seems to be similar in 
composition to the Mr. Surfaccr line of 
products hut it seems to adhere better to 
rcsin-The only drawback U that this 
formula is only available in boitle format 
and is not available (at least in the United 
States} in spray can formal. I suspect it U 
available in spray can format, but was not 
allowed into (he United Slates because of 
EPA (hnvironmenial Protection Agency) 
regulations as with Tkmtya spray paint. 
Once the whole airframe was covered I set 
aside the model to dry overnight, 1 would 
like to mention lhat this stulT dries rather 
rapidly in about 20 minutes, but since 1 
cannoi read Japanese, I do not know how

long it takes to cure. I decided to play it safe 
and wait until the next day to sand and 
prepare the surface for paint 

Painting 

The primed surface was sanded down with 
4000 and 6000 sandpaper to dean up for the 
paint stage. Once tlus was done to my 
satisfaction I masked olTU>e exhaust and 
cockpit area and airbrushed the whole 
airframe in Gunzc Sangyo (H3I6) While PS 
17875* This paint did nol cover die darker 
primer surface well, but ilia common 
problem will* white* I had to cover the 
airframe in multiple coats and finally after 
about 7-8 coats the aircraft was completely 
pointed. The painl was allowed todry in 
between coats but it was helped along with a 
heat gun.ThU is a tool that I find 
indispensable for many functions. At this 
point I masked off the wing roots, nose cone 
and tail for the unique test markings of the 
Skylanccr. I sprayed the wing stripss, tail block 
and nose with Testers Insignia Itcd (a nice 
contrast with die all white on Ihe airframe) I 
llten hand painted the exhaust area with a 
blend of Gum* Sangyo stainless steel and 
Tcstors |ct Kxhaust. This seemed to produce 
the effect I desired for die burner area* 
The whole surface was lightly sanded

Decals 

The decals are well printed and have nice 
colour density This sheet is of the same 
quality of the previous Demon kit (see Scale 
Aviation Modeller International Vol 5 Is* r r 
May 1999) which has little carrier film. 
Since there are really very few marking*, the 
decal stage went with no hitches and only 
took about 20 minutes. All the decals 
snuggled down nicely with Micro-Set. I then 
gave the aircraft a final semi-gloss coat to 
seal in the decals. Now the Skylancer was 
ready lor some Ieg£. 

Undercarriage 

The landing gear assembly consisted of 
while metal olco struts and resin wheels. 
The only area of any concern is the 
alignment of the landing gear with the 




venial axis of the aircraft and the balance 
of the airframe. The aircraft does not tail s\u 
and it should not. with all this weighty resin 
in the nosearca.Thc aleo Mruls wew 
pointed flat white and the hydraulic piston 
area was painted in a bright aluminium 
(buffed out with SnJ Aluminium polishing 
powder). The corresponding holes were 
drilled into the nose and main wheel bays, 
The gear struts and wheels were superglucd 
into place and she was now up on her feet. 
The final area of the undercarriage was the 
tail hook and tailwheel assembly. Those 
park needed some extra attention to get 
cleaned up, The tail hook and tailwheel 
assembly were then painted in the 
appropriate colours and superglued into 
place with no incident. This left as with the 
canopy and nose pilot. 
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Canopy 

Collect-Airc provide* the modeller with two 
vac-form canopies so this should alleviate 
apprehension at this -stage, I decided to cut 
out the canopy in the open position in two 
separate parts before painting. Since thU is 
a fairly simply shaped canopy this was a 
relatively easy task. 1 then proceeded to 
mask out the windscreen and canopy with 
Tamiya tape, the best stuff for this task 
except for canopy masks.The 
transparencies weie then painted Guiwc* 
Sangyo (11316) White FS17W5 and allowed 
to dry overnight. The interior framing was 
painted Navy Aggressor Gray which was the 
same interior colour used in the cockpit 
area. Once all this was dry, I glued the 
windscreen and canopy in place wilh waich 
crystal cement. One note here is dial 1 
trimmed the canopy piece* lo fit the 
fuselage exactly and extra lime spent here 
will undoubtedly make for a cleaner 
appearance in the cockpit area. The final 
construction task was the addition ol the 
pilot tube* which was made from strip 
styrene and superglued into place. I hand- 



painted the nose pito: tuhe the appropriate 
colours. Now the bird was completed and 
ready for a base and figure, 

Conclusion 

Overall the Skylancer was an easier build 
than ihc more complex J*3H Demon kil 
from CoSlcci-Aire. The completed mode; 
seems to scale out nicely and has an 
accurate feel to it, ThU kit was very 
satisfying to build and it should be within 
the capability of most modellers that have 
fiddled with resin and want to cut their 
teeth on a full kit. I recommend this kil to 
any and all enthusiasts of ihU era and type.

Liore-et-Olivier C.30 
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by Richard A. Franks 
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The Cierva C 30 autogyro was licence built by LiorG-et-OIivier in 1935-6. In total 
sixty-lour machines were delivered and they were powered by a 1 35hp (1 01kW) 
Saimson 9Nc radial engine. Ot the sixty-lour built, eight were for the Alronavale, while 
the res! went to the Arm6e de I * Ait The Aeronavale's initial lour machines were used 
by Escadrille 7S4 on board light cruisers during the 1936 to 1938 period. By the 
outbreak of WWII, the Arm6e de I* Air had received (itty-(v/o of their titty-eight 
allocation and most of these operated within the Groupes AGriennes ^'Observation, 
while the A6ronavale machines v/ere transferred from 7S4 to Escadrille 3S2 and 
based at Cuers. An updated version, the C.301 fitted with a 175hp (1 30kW) Saimson 
9Nc engine, was built and although the initial machine went to the ArmGe de I'fli; it 
was later transferred to the Aferonavale, where It was joined by four more C.301s. The 
navy's allocation of C.30& and C.301 s was boosted by the transfer of Armfie de I'AIr 
examples and the Aflronavaie used these machines in the anti-submarine role around 
the Seine estuary* By the time of the Armistice in June 1940, alt remaining machines 
were placed in store. These were all subsequently scrapped in 1942, as neither the 
Vichy Government nor Luftwaffe seemed to have any interest in them. 




The Kit 

The CJO U of a star dial tends iiself to )V*18ih 
scale better than l/72nd. It is quite a small 
model even theft* Thil new resin and metal kit 
fatm JMGT is currently the only C30 kit 
available in any scale. The bulk of the kit U 
le-Siu, and all of Ihe components arc 
beautiftilty east with no sign of airbubblcs etc. 
Most of ihc small parts, phis the rotor head 
and blades, arc all white mcLiL Tltese are also 



well cast, but in our example: die rotor blade* 
did sutler with quite a few air bubbles near the 
edges. The kit is completed with a small sd of 
instructions and the colourful decal sheet 

Instructions 

These baftCiilly comprise just one small sheet. 
On one side is an exploded ww of the 
assembly stages* plus undercarriage 
configuration and cockpit interior diagrams. 



Tl>e other side of this sheet oflcr* colour tide 
view of the three decal options oflered. These 
instructions arc in both Irendi and English. 
All these colour are simply identified by 
name, although most of the main camouflage 
colours are also identified by VS number, 
Construction 

Because the fu^clogc is split venicalljr and 
most of the cockpit interior detail is integral 
wilh these halves, all ynu hat? to do is dean 



up any pour points on the components and 
then proceed to paint each piece. I ©rayed the 
whole ot the cockpit interior and floor 
ChaiiioU (XlRicolor X3W),Thc seats were 
picked out in aluminium* with the seal 
cushions in a suitable leader colour (Rewll 
B4). Sidewall details wet? picked out :n 
aluminium and satin blade, while the 
instrument panels were also in black (Photo 
I J. Once these were dry. a pin was used to 
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scrape dial faces in each instrument icccss, 
and then they wctv glazed* with GearFix. 
When ail thU was dry, Ihe whole area was 
gira a Mdi with thinned blade to add depth 
( Plwo 2). Once dry, the whole of the fuselage 
interior was dry-brushed with Chamois to 
highlight the ritxs etc Lap straps wcic added 
to the seau t&iog lead Foil and some buckles I 
had from a WW1 etchod set by Rosier 

When all of this had set tlx; c<xipil lloor 
was fitted into one half and Ihen ihv other haJf 
was glued in place* Little fillet was initially 
used* but after priming I found that the scam 
under neath needed quite a lot of attention to 
get it smooth, Ihe rotor mechanism owing 
and supjxirl slims wete loaWJy assembled 
without cement.asl wanted to paint them> but 
did not want them ^et't as some adjustment 
might be needed later when they were finally 
added to the Cmelage. Again, once this unit 
was primed,! discovered that then: was a 
digfcscam horizontally acrws the cowling, so 
I had to sand arnl till :t befort repriming and 
painting, Tlx lailplanes could now be added 
to the fuselage, and the white metal struts for 



these will need to be trimmed to the correct 
length toensurc that the tailplancs are flat 
when viewed from the roar (Photo 3)*The 
undercarriage legs were next, and these were 
llie most problematical area of the whole kit. 
lb start with the white metal paits suffered 
from air bubbles that had to be filial. I also 
tbund a few areas that were AOt fully cast and 
Uiese had to be Riled too. Once all that was 
done you had to mrkout ftom the single 
instruction diagram which of the sue struts 
mnt where. This was no easy task, ami it 
would have been better if the manufacturer 
had mou wed the parts on a pi«e of card and 
numbered each to make this stage of assembly 
much simpler. Anyway* Oi>ce I had got all the 
struts sorted, I drilled out holes to accept the 
lower twvj on each side. These were push 
fitted, not gjucd, into place. Now the upper 
strut was fitted and the two assemblies moved 
COfiethcXi Here it was obvious that thc c *it'of Ihe 
legs would not be right in comparison with 
the supplied diagram* so I trimmed the upper 
strut to bring the legs into the correct position. 
The upright damper leg* were now fitted and 



one I was happy with everything it was 
dismantled and thai rv-assembkd with 
cement {Photon 4, 5 & 6). Tlve model was left 
to dry suspended in a suitably sized brae, so 
that no weight was put onto the undercarriage 
whilst it dried. 

I now masked off the cockpits and set 
about priming the whole model with Humbiol 
lust Spray* Gtey Primer. Once this had been 
applied it highlighted the problems with the 
rotor gear cowling and ventral seam (Photo 7), 
as well as a number of small problems with 



the underearriage joints (Photos 8 & 9). These 
were all dealt with; the former with a standard 
liller.and the latter with superglue. Once all 
litis was sanded smooth, the model was 
primed again. This process continued until I 
was happy with all the joints* 

Tlie rotor assembly is all white metal and 
the thought of gluing such huge blades to the 
rotor with simple 'butt joints 1 did not fdl me 
with confidence. I therefore carefully drilled 
the hub with holes big enough to accept the 
roots of each rotor and then secured each 
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blade in place villi Epoxy KTOpttbcWhOle 
unit wis then placed upside down on a flat 
surface and left 10 dry for two days. \V»u haw 
to lay the unit upside down, as *hc rotor stem 
on lite underside would make thebiadcs'iag 1 
while the cement sett. 

My attention turned to the engine. 
This is a beautifully cast component and 
basically all I did was paint it, give it a wash of 
thinned Mack and Ihen add the wiring (Photo 
10), The latter item was made from copper 
wire, cut lo length and lilted into holes drilled 
in each cylinder head, The bases of diesc wires 
were Titled into Iwles drilled in the crankease, 
as in real life there w& most likely a shielded 
loom fined around the circumference of the 
aankcajse. The collector ring for the exhaust 
had me confused though, & it is in front of the 
cylinders. The inle: and exhaust outlets on die 
Salmson arc probably both at the back of each 
cylinder. All I can therefore assume is thai an 
cxhauai pipe leaves the back of the cylinder 
and curves through to meet flic collecting box 
at the front. The kit engine *orl ol reproduced 
this, but I must admit defeat, as I just went 
with the kit parts without adding any further 
piping etc (Photo I \) A painted Ihc collector 
with a combination a: Metal Coot Gunmetal.

use. Then my thoughts turned to lltt overall 
colour scheme I going to apply. 

Colour Options 

Tlrae oplioiu arc olTced in this ktelfttf first 
two are Armdc de T Air madtines. while the 
last one is an A^ronavyle example. The first 
machine (Cflfo 13) is in an overall Green {FS 
34108) scheme and the second is in a 
camouflage scheme of Medium Blue/Grey {FS 
36320)* Khaki GfttD I FS 31151} and Sienna 
(FS 301 17). The final machine is Light Grey 
(FS 36492) ovvrall. 

I opted tor the final choice, as I like 
Atawiavale machine^ and as 1 already have a 
number oT camouflaged French machines in 
my collections this "Axiuld make a nice change, 
1 checked through my paint chartsand (bund 
that no-oneofloed FS 36492 or an equivalent. 
I therefore opted for 'near enough 1 in :hefor:n 
of FS 36495 Grey (Photo 12). This *&$ 
obtained in the UfcCotor ranjpas UA023*and 
although it is certainly Light Grey, I think it is 
loo lipl really.

Once the model was sprayed owrall and 
had dried, 1 decided to rover the entire nose 
area with Bare-Metal Foil Lsing their Matt 
Aluminium foil, I covered all the relatively flat 
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sidep&nels llrit, then attempted the domed 
nose section. This proved very difficult to do, 
and with hindsight 1 think it may haw hccn 
better if 1 mzikcd anc sprayed with area with 
a dutiable shade of Alclad II. lac problem with 
the :bil was U%al il mu3d dot eonfoim well to 
the compiex curved of the cowling* and as a 
result, creases :n the foil were evident {Photos 
13 ft | '1). The other problem with toil !s that 
you can*1 mask over it«as it will pull olTwith 
the masking tupe> so Alclad It would ptotobly 
be a better be:. Thal&mU was still imposed 
with thceficct I achieved with the metal foii. 

The final job was loapray the tri colour on 
the tail I should haw done this fiist T but t 
forgohso 1 had to carefully mask the rest of 
die model to spray on the white, then blue t 
then red sections IPholo 15). It would have 
been much easier if I had done this first, then 
marked the whole area off before applying the 
overall scheme!

The lovely liule sheet included in This kit offers 
all the markings requitvd to make each 
option* JMGT make lovely dccals, and these 
arc no exception. They look quite malt* but 
they go on a treat and* il applied on a glos?

Accuracy 

Basically the Let) CM is a Cicrva CM with 
aSalmson engine in place of the A.S*Genet 
Majoi.All of the main dimensions are 
identical, so I baaed mine on those for the 
CJQ,as 1 could no: find any specifications 
lor the I cD version. T he rotor should have a 
diameter of 37 ft ( I L24m)> while the 



fuselage length is 19ft 8.5in (6.01m) and it 
is lift lin (3.34m) high. In 'scale' terms this 
gives a rotor of235mn% a length of 125mm 
and a height of 70.5mm. The model scales 
out with a rotor diameter of 22Bmm, a 
length of 132mm and a height of 71 mm. 
The excess length is my fault, as 1 should 
have removed the casling block from the 
from of the fuselage before adding the 
engine, The slightly short rotor diameter is 
probably due to lite holes t drilled at the hub 
to accept each blade; thereby shortening the 
overall length of each rotor blade. 

Final Assembly. 

A few of the items I added la die mode) 
throughout the assembly mduded the 
breathe: pipe for the fuel lank (made from 
copper wirekgtab handles under the aft 
fuscla$: and the support fiamc that retains 
the tailplane and lailwhed control lines (Photo 
16). The latter item was made from plastic 
coated cable (e.g. telecommunications cables), 
with the control lines made from copper wire, 

Dm windscreens liave to be made from 
clear plasiicard, cut to the templates included 
on the instiuctions, One element mused from 
these instructions is the padded surrounds to 
the cockpit apertures. These were made from 
Milliput, rolled and moulded to shape and 
then minted darii brown, 

Once all the above rare completed the 
rotor mast and blades^ plus the engine 
exhaust and propeller ootid be added, The tail 
wheel yoke and tyre were suitably painted and 
then glued into a pro-drilled hole* Tlw main 
wheels had lite centres sprayed in the fame 
grey as was applied to the rest of the airframe, 
then the*e wen: masked and the types were 
sprawd Tyre Black (&tnk»fa? X505). Once 
they had dried ilwy were secured to die oleos, 
and then the model was supported in a box. so 
that the lyres could dry without any weight 
being placed on them. 



Conclusion 

i\ lovely model, and an interesting subject. 
Iking an autogyro ifs a subject that fits witltin 
both helicopter and aircraft collections, but for 
me those French colour and markings were 
the real attraction. At £45.00 here in the UK 
this is not designed for the average modeller's 
collection. The product isauned at, and 
designed for, the experience modeller only; 
That sakl, I would thoroughly recommend il 
to any of you with the experience and/or live 
interest in the subject matter. My only problem 
now is that this model has set me off an ait 
Arfronavalc aj>d Arm&r de TAir theme* and I 
will have togtfon with my Ijorf 210 and 
U045J now!

The Cierva C30 is probably the beat known Cierva autogyro. It was built under fccn<£ by a number ofcountrics>bulacluallv<amcaboui duetotasU carried out by Avro in the UK. After 
fining a Cierva CI9 Mk V with a lOOhp (75kW) A.S. Genet Major engine, Avro contracted National Plying Services 10 build a WChSflat version. This machine flew for the fust lime in 
April 1933 and was designated the G3Q (Avro Type 671 once Avro had obtained the licence agreement ). The MOhp (ItNkW) Ckflet Major powered OOP featured folding rotor blade*, 
and this machine was made under licence by Avro as theC.3UA.Hvelve ofthe.se machines were supplied to the RAF in 1934/5, where they were operated at Old Sarumby die School of 
Army Co-operation and designated RoiaMkl.A further 66\vere built for civil use* with a number going abroad Many of the UK examples were impressed when warcajnein 1939. and 

used in radar calibration work by No, 529 Squadron at RAF Halton, 

Today many C3fls are preserved. and the example shown here is currently on display at the RAF Museum, Hendon, North London.Thia machine ended tip in Sweden, where it was 

obtained by the RAFM.who then undertook a lengthy restoration to the full service specifications.

Depending on their size, the required acoss 
panels should be remold by either drilling 
ihem oui (as in fuel caps) or chain drilling 
(and often these an: included as itaiwiatd in 
many kitsJ.Tiiis invubvs drilliiiEasencsof 
holes jusl inside the area to be removed, and 
carefully cutting between ihc botes llius 
removing the panel itself, 'f he resuming hcJe 
should then be darned up with a sharp 
scalpel and *moo!h sandpaper El is important 
to remember thai ik- wait thickness oi any 
cpencd panels slwuld be reduced by carefully 
scraping away at the inner surface so as to 
reproduce its scale thickness after all* aircraft 
«W not made from 1 fcot thick aluminium! 
An)' visible interior details should be addftl 
and cutaway drawings are invaluable for this. 

Numerous figures exist on the market 
today with many new ones on die Kay. 
I lowcvcr kit ones can also be modified for 
instance by remw i ng on arm or a kg end 
gluing diem into different positions. If unsure 
of what figures are available for the scene >*ui 
desirc it is always brat to visit a good model 
shop to see the variety there are and as always 
references are invaluable. Remember thai 
many techniques used in modelling aircraft 
&n also be used for vehicles and ligu res. 

As far as re-arming is concerned, there arc 
a number of aftermarkl re-arming figures 
and equipment, but Hide needs to he done ki 
the aircraft unless guns aw being loaded Jn 
this case, ajpin there are many accessor y sets 
o: this nalure,and lam impressed with those 
from Aires and Hi-Tceh.ahhough the 
instruction in die Aires sets are much more 



comtwhcjvsive. In addition to the more 
comprehensive sets, maw guns and cannon 
are available on their own* Aires lor example, 
make excellent German guns and you gel four 
for about £1.50. which is excellent value. 

For those wishing to makea crash 
diorama,some visible damage to the aircraft 
is preferable, and adds to the enjoyment hy 
really exercising the imagination. The golden 
rule Iverc is to remember that wherever there 
are bullet or flak holes (which are far more

numerous and jagged), or parts missing (such 
as sections of a wingl.and as in access panels, 
the wall Ihickness must always he thinned out 
to scale thickness, Bullet or flak damage to 
metal takes on a tar more jagged appearance 
than fabric Always try to remember that a 
projectile* whether it be a bulle; or piece of 
flak travels in one general direction (although 
it may be deflected). Ihc implication of this is 
that die entrance damage (in metal) would 





probably produce a 'hole in a hollow* effect 
whereas for exit damage, the metal skin would 
be broken outward All thai needs to be done 
to produce bullet and flak damage is lofand 
the damaged area from the inside until wry 
thin, llien with a *harp scalpel cut the holes* 
Adding interior detail from paper or plastic 
strips adds detail and is essential if large 
internal areas would be visible, It is i ntcrcsling 
loo that many damaged aircraft were patched 
up and flown. Painting small patches in a 
slightly difleicnt (new) tone of the camouflage 
colour can simulate the patches that were used 
to cover the damage. In essence, any holes or 
breaks in the airframe are jagged except in 
fabric where they are smoother and the 
entrance and exit holes are far less not iceablc. 
Readiness scenes are the easiest to mdec, as 
theairaaft is ready for immediate flight. 
There may be some airfield equipment around 
such as a starter or chocks but generally, 
depending on the modeller^ wishes, these 
scenes arc quite simple to imagine and make, 

|ust like crashes, a diorama of an 
abandoned aircraft is very open to the 
imagi nation. Vandalism such as smashed glass 
and gralfili could be included, IV re would $> 
flat aftera period of time, and the*e are made 
by sanding ihe wheel (or wheels) down until 
roosi of the tyre below the hub has gone. By

means of Poly filler or similar, targe bulges are 
added cither Aide and sanded smooth. Holes 
in fabric would be reproduced in a manner 
very similar to that of damage to metal but 
with no Ragged edges present, and maybe a 
'ripped' effect* rejnembering that fabric is thin 
in real lite! Various parts of the aircraft could 
ban? been cannibalised and removed or 
disassembled and left beside Ihe airframe, 
maybe even resulting in an aircraft with a 
nose-wheel having a nose up altitude with its 
tail on the ground as in the case of abandoned 
Me262*s! After a whilc> the aircraft skin can 
buckle and become base. This can be 
replicated by sanding the areas between the 
airframe ribs and stringcrsuhus making 
small recessed areas. If unsure of where these 
arc. just guess because as long as it looks right, 
lliali llic main thing 

Finally, it is vital that the aircraft be 
weathered according to its condition: 
Abandoned planes will fade significantly, and 
broken areas and bullctfllak damage would 
result in paint chipping. Smoke or fire damage 
maybe apparent and in Ihe case of large 
WW2 American fcombers (for example) any 
damaged engines would be shut down and lite 
propeller would be leathered. This is done by 
cutting off the blades and gjuing them so that 
they arc horizontal when viewed from the side 
(or for the more technical readers* no angle of 
attack to the airflow). Also* if Ere cxtuiguishers 
were used in the engine naccllc> white streaks 
(of loam) would streak back over the wing.
